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Personal Recollections, from Early Life to Old 
Age, of Mary Somerville, with Selections 
from her Correspondence. By her Daughter, 
Martha Somerville. (Murray.) 


Tas is a charming book; the story of the 
life of a remarkable and beautiful character, 
told, for the most part, in the tranquil evening 
of her well-spent days, by herself, with short 
additions here and there by her daughter, to 
complete the narrative. 

Few readers will put this volume aside 
after, what must always be, a pleasant perusal 
of its pages, without feeling that it has 
imparted, by a mysterious sympathy, much of 
the goodness which is diffused throughout it. 
Yet, it is nothing more than the simple and 
honest examination of a career, passed—with a 
few interruptions—even to its very end in the 
acquirement of knowledge. It contains the 
recollections of a life which was extended far 
beyond the period usually allotted to woman, 
and which was so trained and tempered by 
the same desultory, but always earnest, culti- 
vation of an ever active mind, peculiarly 
adapted to receive impressions of the truths 
of nature, that in the supreme tranquillity of 
extreme old age the author could write, “ The 
Blue Peter has been long flying at my foremast, 
and now that I am in my ninety-second year 
I must soon expect the signal for sailing.” 

It will not be without interest, and we 
would hope it may prove instructive—in days 
when women are claiming for themselves a 
position which they have not hitherto held— 
to examine by the light of these ‘ Personal 
Recollections’ the progress from youth to age 
of this remarkable woman. The impelling 
power which was ever active in Mary Somer- 
ville is indicated in the following words, which 
give us, indeed, the key to her ever onward 
progress :— 

“T was intensely ambitious,” she says, “to 
excel in something, for I felt in my own breast 
that women were capable of taking a higher place 
in creation than that assigned to them in my 
early days, which was very low.” 

Keeping this steadily in view, remember- 
ing the excellence which Mary Somerville 
achieved, and the position which she gained 
amongst the thinkers of her age, let us briefly 
examine her ‘ Recollections’ and endeavour to 
extract from them some facts which may serve 
as guiding lights for the future of some strug- 
gling sister. 

In December, 1780, Mary Fairfax was born 
in the Manse of Jedburgh, but her childhood 
was spent chiefly at Burntisland, a small quiet 
sea-port, situated on the coast of Fife. There, 
with an indulgent mother, who “ was fond of 
flowers, and prided herself on her moss roses,” 
and who taught Mary “to read the Bible and 
Say ny prayers morning and evening,” she 
was allowed ‘‘to grow up a wild creature.” 
At seven years of age she began to be 
useful, “pulled the fruit for preserving, 
shelled the peas and beans, fed the poultry, 
and looked after the dairy.” “I never cared 
for dolls,” she writes, “and had no one to 
play with me. I amused myself in the garden, 
which was much frequented by birds. I knew 





most of them, their flights and their habits.” 
This early training made an indelible im- 
pression, and the aged woman tells us— 

“ My love for birds has continued through life, 
for only two years ago, in my extreme old age, 
I lost a pet mountain sparrow, which for eight 
years was my constant companion, sitting on my 
shoulder, pecking at my papers, and eating out of 
my mouth; and I am not ashamed to say I felt 
its accidental death very much.” 

When Mary Fairfax was between eight and 
nine years old, her father, afterwards Admiral 
Fairfax, came home from sea, and was shocked 
to find her “‘ such a savage”; and the process 
of school training, such as it was, was com- 
menced. “My father at last said to my 
mother, ‘ This kind of life will never do ; Mary 
must at least know how to write and keep 
accounts.” So Mary Fairfax went to school 
at Musselburgh, where she remained for one 
twelvemonth only, learning but very little. On 
her return home, she was reproached with 
having cost so much money in vain.— 

“My mother said she would have been con- 
tented if I had only learnt to write well, aud keep 
accounts, which was all that a woman was expected 
to know. This passed over, and I was like a wild 
animal escaped out of a cage. 1 was no longer 
amused in the garden, but wandered about the 
country. When the tide was out, I spent hours 
on the sands, looking at the star-fish and sea- 
urchins, or watching the children digging for sand- 
eels, cockles, and the spouting razor-fish.” 

Thus, in 1791, was begun the education, 
which may be said to have culminated in 
1869, in the production of Mrs. Somerville’s 
work ‘On Molecular and Microscopic Science.’ 
When Mary was about thirteen, Mrs. Fairfax 
took a small apartment in Edinburgh for the 
winter, and the young girl appears then to 
have bent herself to the business of self-educa- 
tion most zealously. Shortly after this, visit- 
ing Jedburgh, she met for the first time in 
her life with her uncle, Dr. Somerville, the 
father of her future husband, “‘a friend who 
approved of my thirst for knowledge.” She 
had previously taught herself some Latin, and 
they read Virgil together for an hour or two 
every morning before breakfast. It is not our 
intention to follow Mary Fairfax through the 
vagrant courses of her education, interesting 
though they be : we choose rather to select such 
points as illustrate most strikingly the pecu- 
liarities of her mind. Up to this time, we 
cannot discover any fixed object of study: a 
great desire for knowledge is manifested, and 
a wish to excel in something is apparent. 
A strange accident fixed at once and for ever 
the great study of Mary Fairfax’s life. A 
Miss Ogilvie invited her to see some fancy 
work :— 

“T went next day, and after admiring her work, 
and being told how it was done, she showed me a 
monthly magazine, with coloured plates of ladies’ 
dresses, charades and puzzles. At the end of a 
page, I read what appeared to me to be simply an 
arithmetical question, but, on turning the 
I was surprised to see strange-looking lines mixed 
with letters, chiefly X’es and Y’s, and asked 
‘What is that?’ ‘Oh, said Miss Ogilvie, ‘it is 
a kind of arithmetic; they call it Algebra, but 
I can tell you nothing about it.’ And we talked 
about other things ; but on going home, I thought 
I would look if any of our books could tell me 
what was meant by Algebra.” 

The young lady could not find what she 
wanted ; not one of her acquaintances or rela- 
tions knew anything of science, and she “was 
often very sad and forlorn; not a hand held 





out to help” her. Through a Miss Melville 
she was led to copy prints, and was enabled, 
we do not know how, to get elementary books 
on Algebra and Geometry. “The rest of the 
summer I spent in playing on the piano and 
learning Greek enough to read Xenophon and 
part of Herodotus: then we prepared to go to 
Edinburgh.” She went to Edinburgh, was 
placed under Nasmyth to learn drawing ; and he 
subsequently declared that the cleverest young 
lady he ever taught was Miss Mary Fairfax. 
Nasmyth was one day talking to the Ladies 
Douglas about perspective. He said, “ You 
should study Euclid’s ‘Elements of Geometry,’ 
the foundation not only of perspective, but of 
astronomical and all mechanical science.” This 
was heard by other ears than those for which 
the information was intended; and in this 
unexpected manner the future translator and 
interpreter of the ‘Mécanique Céleste’ was 
set upon the right road for acquiring the kind 
of knowledge for which she had long thirsted. 
It was some time, however, before she could 
obtain the necessary books, or read algebra. 
Her mother thought “that some of the cen- 
fort of married life depended upon the table, 
so Mary was sent to a pastry-cook for a short 
time every day, to learn the art of cookery.” 
A tutor to her brother eventually supplied 
her with Euclid and Bonnycastle’s ‘ Alge- 
bra,’ and then she studied with courage and 
assiduity, although she had to take part in 
the household affairs, and to make and mend 
her own clothes. Beyond this, the zealous 
girl had to struggle against many difficulties. 
The servants told her mother “It was no 
wonder the stock of candles was soon ex- 
hausted, for Miss Mary sat up reading to a 
very late hour.” The candle was, therefore, 
taken away as soon as she was in bed. Then 
she tells us :— 

“‘T had, however, already gone through the first 
six books of Euclid, and now I was thrown on my 
memory, which I exercised by beginning at the 
first book and demonstrating in my mind a certain 
number of problems every night, till I could 
nearly go through the whole. My father came 
home for a short time, and, somehow or other, 
finding out what I was about, said to my mother, 
‘ Peg, we must put a stop to this, or we shall have 
Mary in a strait-jacket one of these days. There 
was X., who went raving mad about the longi- 
tude.’”... “By this time,” writes the editor of 
this volume, “my mother was grown up, and 
extremely pretty (she must have been about 
eighteen). All those who knew her speak of her 
rare and delicate beauty, both of face and figure. 
They called her the ‘ Rose of Jedwood.’” 

In the absence of Capt. Fairfax, Mrs. 
Fairfax and her daughter resided in Edinburgh, 
and “at this time I gladly took part in any 
gaiety that was going on, and spent the day 
after a ball in idleness or gossiping with my 
friends.” But, she continues, she painted at 
Nasmyth’s, played the usual number of hours 
on the piano, worked and conversed with her 
mother in the evening, rose at daybreak, 
wrapped herself in a blanket, and, without a 
fire, read algebra or the classics till breakfast 
time. What follows is worthy of especial 
notice :— 

“T had, and still have determined perseverance, 
but I soon found that it was in vain to occupy 
my mind beyond a certain time. I grew tired, 
and did more harm than good ; so if 1 met with 
a difficult point, for example, in Algebra, instead 
of poring over it till I was bewildered, I left i 
took my work or some amusing book, and resu 
it when my mind was fresh. Poetry was my 
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t resource on these occasions ; but at a later 
period I read novels, the ‘Old English Baron,’ the 
*Mysteries of Udolpho,’ the ‘Romance of the 
Forest,’ &c.” 

Capt. Fairfax distinguished himself by his 
bravery at the battle of Camperdown, but he 
received nothing beyond the fleeting applause of 
the day, and his family had to struggle onward 
with the utmost economy ; and there is little 
to notice until, in 1804, when Mary became the 
wife of Mr. Samuel Greig. Of him we learn 
but little, but Mrs. Greig tells us— 

“T was alone the whole of the day, so I con- 
tinued my mathematical and other pursuits, but 
under great disadvantages, for although my hus- 
band did not prevent me from studying, I met with 
no sympathy whatever from him, as he had a very 
low opinion of the capacity of my sex, and had 
neither knowledge of nor interest in science.” 

We do not hear much of Mr. Greig. After 
three years of married life Mary Fairfax 
returned to her father’s house in Burntisland 
a widow, with two little boys. She informs 
us that, as she did not go into society, she rose 
early and resumed her mathematical labours, 
plane and spherical trigonometry, conic sec- 
tions, and Fergusson’s ‘Astronomy’ being 
studied, and she now attempted to read 
Newton’s ‘ Principia.’ About this time she 
became acquainted with Mr. Wallace, then 
mathematical teacher of the Military College 
at Marlow, afterwards professor of mathe- 
matics in the University of Edinburgh. Prof. 
Wallace supplied his apt pupil with a list of 
the books requisite for pursuing a regular 
course of mathematical and astronomic..! science 
in their highest branches. At this point we 
must quote again from the volume :— 

“T was thirty-three years of age when I bought 
this excellent little library. I could hardly believe 
that I possessed such a treasure when I looked 
back on the day when I first saw the mysterious 
word ‘algebra,’ and the long course of years in 
which I had persevered almost without hope. It 
taught me never to despair. I had now the means, 
and pursued my studies with increased assiduity. 
Concealment was no longer possible, nor was it 
attempted. Iwas considered eccentric and foolish, 
and my conduct was highly disapproved of by 
many, especially by some members of my own 
family. They expected me to entertain and keep 
a gay house for them, and in that they were 
disappointed. As I was quite independent, I did 
not care for their criticism. A great part of the 
day I was occupied with my children; in the 
evening I worked, played piquet with my father, 
or played on the piano, sometimes with violin 
accompaniment.” 

At this time the Edinburgh Review was at 
the height of its excellence. With the small 
but brilliant set of men in Edinburgh who 
conducted it our heroine became acquainted, 
and they exercised a remarkable influence on her 
future life. In 1812, when deep in the study 
of the ‘Mécanique Céleste,’ her scientific 
pursuits were put an end to for the time 
by her marriage with her cousin, William 
Somerville. 

The education proper of Mary Somerville 
may, indeed, now be said to have terminated, 
but hers was a mind which never ceased to 
gather knowledge. With her husband she 
travelled, and they became acquainted with 
the most eminent men and women of Europe. 
The ‘Personal Recollections” of this period 
are full of interest, but until 1827 there does 
not occur anything which especially concerns 
the psychological development with which we 
have attempted to deal. In March of that 





year Lord Brougham wrote to Mr. Somerville 
soliciting his aid in persuading his wife to 
undertake for the Society for the Diffusion 
of Useful Knowledge an account of the 
‘Mécanique Céleste,’ or an account of the 
‘Principia.’ After some anxious  con- 
sideration, which was accompanied by many 
doubts and fears, she resolved to attempt 
La Place’s great work. She said to Lord 
Brougham, ‘‘I am afraid I am incapable of 
such a task ; but, as you both wish it so much, 
I shall do my very best, upon condition of 
secrecy, and that if I fail the manuscript shall 
be put into the fire.” .. . “Thus suddenly and 
unexpectedly the whole character and course 
of my future life was changed.” 

After some severe and earnest labour the 
‘Mechanism of the Heavens’ was produced, 
of which it is quite sufficient to say that Sir 
John Herschel wrote, “ What a pity that La 
Place has not lived to see this illustration of 
his great work.”

gathered round her, the Royal Society asked 
for her bust to adorn their rooms, the Académie 
des Sciences elected M. Biot to report upon 
the work, and Sir Robert Peel advised the 
King to grant her a pension of 200/. a year. 
The ‘Mechanism of the Heavens’ and ‘ The 
Connection of the Physical Sciences’ establish 
Mary Somerville’s position in the intellectual 
world. Her other books, ‘ Physical Geography ’ 
and ‘Molecular and Microscopic Science,’ do 


not certainly possess the excellence of her | 


two earlier efforts. They show, however, 
the peculiarities of her ever active mind, 
and illustrate, in a certain irregularity of 
method, the defect of her early education. 
To whatever Mrs. Somerville bent her mind 
she achieved, and but few things were pub- 
lished in experimental science which did not 
become the subjects of examination. The 
influence of the violet rays of the solar spec- 
trum in inducing magnetism in needles had 
been detected. The discovery was received 
doubtingly by many. Mrs. Somerville, by 
her experiments, settled the question, proving 
that not only did the most refrangible rays of 
the spectrum produce chemical change, but 
that they induced magnetism in thin bars of 
steel. Sir William Herschel detected heat rays 
beyond the least refrangible of the red rays ; 
Sir John Herschel observed that they had a 
chemical as well as a thermic action, and gave 
those rays, to distinguish them, the name of 
“ Parathermic rays.” Mrs. Somerville took up 
the inquiry, and showed, by a most careful 
experimental examination, that those rays 
produced many very remarkable changes on 
the coloured juices of flowers and leaves. 
Surely’ the position won by Mrs. Somer- 
ville, whose youth was passed without cul- 
ture, and whose early education was of the 
most irregular description, proves most entirely 
her own assertion, “that women are capable 
of taking a higher place than that assigned 
them.” It has been said that marked 
idiosynerasy is necessary for the production 
of a mathematician. We do not discover that 
in the mind of Mrs. Somerville, when we see 
her studying the shell fish on the sea-shore, or 
feeding wild birds at Burntisland, learning 
drawing with Nasmyth, playing for hours on 
the piano, reading Virgil in the early morn- 
ings, and demonstrating problems in the mid- 
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night darkness, mending her own cloth 
making her dresses for the balls in Edinburgh 
shelling peas, or learning cookery. An earnest. 
ness of purpose we do find, and her sto 
teaches us that difficulties, placed, often ag if 
purposely, to stop the progress of the youn 
inquiring mind, are powerless if the mind js 
honestly bent on improvement ; that the per. 
formance of the humblest domestic duties jg 
not incompatible with the cultivation of the 
highest intellectual adornments ; that the true 
path to power for women is not to be found 
in the rough road of popularity, but in deyo- 
tion to the duties of the domestic home, and 
an unobtrusive, but persistent searching after 
knowledge. 





Japan and the Japanese Illustrated. By 
Aimé Humbert. Translated by Mrs. Cashel 
Hoey, and edited by H. W. Bates. (Bentley 
& Son.) 

THE re-appearance in its present new shape 

of M. Humbert’s work on Japan brings forcibly 

to our notice the wonderful changes which 
have come over the face of Japanese society 
within the last decade. Its author, we are 
told in the Preface to the translation before 
us, obtained his copious materials during a 
residence of two years (1863-1864) in the 
country. Less than ten years, therefore, have 
elapsed since M. Humbert wrote, and yet it 
is difficult to recognize in the Japan of to-day 
the country he describes. In those days the 

Tycoon was the actual ruler of the State, and 

the Mikado, surrounded by a halo of super- 

stition, led a life of seclusion and inaction at 

Miako ; no foreigner, except diplomatists of the 

Treaty Powers, was allowed to travel outside 

the barriers of the foreign settlements, and 

the recent and unprovoked murders of Ma- 
jor Baldwin, Messrs. Bird, Richardson, and 
others, were terrible evidences of the hatred 
with which Europeans were regarded; the 
arts and sciences were despised and neglected, 
and the popular idea of a railway-train was— 

as appears from the engraving at p. 374— 

a clumsy-looking stove, on which the pas- 

sengers sat, followed by a succession of vans, 

more nearly resembling bathing - machines 
than anything else, devoted to the carriage of 
merchandise ; the country was overrun with 

Buddhist and Sinto priests established by the 

State, and two-sworded men exercised tyranny 

of the worst kind over all who chanced not to 

belong to the privileged class of Samourai. 
Fortunately for Japan all these are now 
things of the past. The Tycoon has retired 
into private life, to make way for the Mikado, 
who, so far from confining himself within his 
palace walls, may be seen every day, either per- 

forming some function of State or taking a 

drive in the thoroughfares of his new capital, 

Yedo, dressed in European garments of blue 

and gold. Foreigners are everywhere received 

with open arms by the natives. The railway 
whistle has ceased to be an unusual sound in 
the streets of Yedo and Yokohama, and steam 
frigates carrying the Imperial flag lie at anchor 
in every port of the empire. The church has 
been disestablished. The Samourai have laid 
aside their swords. Patent-leather boots have 
taken the place of wooden patterns, and Inver- 
ness capes serve in lieu of the native long 
robes and girdles. 

As an account of the bygone institutions of 

Japan, the work of M. Humbert is not only 
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interesting, but valuable. It is neither so full, 
nor perhaps so exact, as Dickson’s work on 
Japan, published in 1869, but the subjects of 
which it treats are, byzmeans of a profusion of 
illustrations, brought with more than ordinary 
vividness before the minds of its readers. Almost 
every page is ornamented with an engraving, 
not always illustrative of the text, but always 
life-like, and, therefore, interesting. In fact, 
the title exactly describes the book. It is 
Japan and the Japanese illustrated ; and, as 
such, it lays before us a truthful and splendid 
panorama of that strange country and its still 
stranger people. On his first arrival in Japan, 


M. Humbert travelled up the Inland, and took |. 


up his residence at Yedo, which he designates 
the “City of Vice”: a name which his descrip- 
tions appear fully to justify. Among every 
class of the community, from the members of 
the priesthood down to the inmates of the Yosi- 
wara, rioting, chambering, and wantonness seem 
to have been rife. This, however, is the bad side 
of Yedo. On the other hand, there are among 
the 1,800,000 inhabitants many thousands who 
labour from morning to night to earn honest 
livelihoods, and who perform the several duties 
of their stations in the most exemplary manner. 
The outward appearance of the city is thus 
described by M. Humbert :—‘“‘ On turning to- 
wards the north, we have on the horizon the 
white pyramid of Fousi-yama; on the right 
the city, overlooked by terraces, the parks, 
and the square towers of the residence of the 
Taikoun. In the same direction, and as far 
as its junction with the moats of the citadel, 
the canal of Niphon-bassi is bordered on both 
banks by innumerable warehouses, containing 
silk, cotton, rice, and saki. On our left, 
beyond the fish market, lie canals and streets, 
which go down to the Ogawa. Hundreds of 
long boats, laden with wood, coal, bamboo 
canes, mats, covered baskets, boxes, barrels, 
and enormous fish, are crossing and recrossing 
through all the channels of navigation ; while 
the streets seem to be exclusively given up to 
the people. Occasionally a string of horses or 
black buffaloes, heavily laden, may be dis- 
tinguished among the crowd of foot passengers, 
and sometimes we see heavy waggons carrying 
four or five layers of skilfully-packed bales. 
These two-wheeled vehicles are drawn by 
coolies. No other kind of carriage is to be 
seen. The sound of wooden shoes upon the 
pavements and upon the sonorous bridges, the 
bells on the harness of the beasts of burden, 
the gongs of the beggars, the cadenced cries 
of the coolies, and the confused noises which 
come up from the canal, form a strange har- 
mony, unlike the sounds of any other cities.” 

In the last chapter the English editor has 
added a narrative of the political events which 
have occurred in Japan from the date of the 
publication of the second-edition of M. Hum- 
bert’s work, in 1868, down to the summer of 
1873. A recapitulation of the contents of this 
chapter will suffice to show how rapidly his- 
tory is made in Japan. It runs thus :— 
“Patriotic act of the Daimios—Sweeping 
reforms—The calendar of the Christian nations 
adopted — The Mikado visible — Railway 
opened—Reactionary movement—Fidelity of 
the Samourai—Commerce and communication 
increasing.” Thus, in the volume before us, 
we have a complete history of Japan, from 
the time of its first establishment as an empire 
down to the present day. Considering the 





difficulties which ten years ago were thrown in 
the way of foreigners gaining any knowledge 
of Japan, great credit is due to M. Humbert 
for the way in which he has gathered together 
the information which he lays before us in his 
book. Many works have of late appeared on 
Japan, but few are so certain of success as that 
of M. Humbert. 








PEEBLES. 

Charters and Documents relating to the Burgh 
of Peebles, with Extracts from the Records 
of the Burgh. a.p. 1165—1710. (Edin- 
burgh, Printed for the Scottish Burgh 
Records Society.) 

From a Prefatory notice in the present 

volume, we gain some information about 

the origin and progress of the comparatively 
youthful Society by which it is issued. 

The Spalding Club has published various 
extracts from the Records of the Burgh of 
Aberdeen; while the Maitland Club has 
published notices from the Records of Dysart, 
and extracts from the Burgh Records of 
Glasgow, Prestwick, Edinburgh, and Canon- 
gate. Nothing more, however, we learn, was 
to be expected from the Book Clubs in this 
way, and, therefore, the present Society was 
formed, in 1868, for the purpose of continuing 
the work. The specific object of the Society, it is 
stated, is to publish selections from the Burgh 
Records generally, copies of the charters of 
Burghs, and illustrative extracts from con- 
temporary local Records. In addition to the 
present one, six volumes have already appeared. 
Two of them are on ‘The Laws of the Four 
Burghs,’ edited by Prof. Cosmo Innes ; two 
contain extracts from the earliest Records of 
Edinburgh ; and two are devoted to ‘Selec- 
tions from the Burgh Records of Aberdeen.’ 
Selections are also in preparation from the 
Records of the Burghs of Haddington, Dun- 
fermline, and Dysart. The volumes are 
published in a handsome form, but the sub- 
scribers, about 250, are not so numerous as 
they should be. The list is almost barren 
of English supporters, we are sorry to see ; 
they number only about 5 per cent. 

The present volume merits the attention of 
any reader, whatever his nationality, who 
takes an interest in the social history of the 
past. The transcribers are clever and accurate 
scholars, and in the present instance the text 
has the no small advantage of being preceded 
by a Preface and Historical Introduction, from 
the pen of a veteran in literature, of well-earned 
fame, Dr. William Chambers, who has already 
made the subject more peculiarly his own, in 
his well-known History of the County. 

The story of what we may call the “ Records 
proper” of Peebles, or, at least, the most part 
of them, as told in the Preface, is a somewhat 
curious one, and may not inaptly be com- 
mended as a suggestive lesson to some of the 
somnolent Corporations that might be named 
a good way south of the Tweed ; bodies of 
educated men, whose records are said to be 
lost, or, at all events, are not to be found; 
aud all because they have been treated as 
lumber by the ignorant of many generations, 
and there is not a person even now within the 
precincts of the Corporation, who has the 
leisure and good taste to try and find them. 

When preparing the materials in 1863 for 
his ‘ History of Peeblesshire,’ Mr. Chambers 





was allowed to examine the charters of the 
Burgh of Peebles, its Council Records, and 
such other papers of old date as might prove 
of service. The alleged losses, however, 
were many, and the documents submitted to 
him for inspection were but few in number. 
The sole charter that could be found was 
that of James the Fourth (1506); all the 
others, known to have once existed, were 
missing, including the ‘‘Great Charter” 
(very justly so-called, if only for its length) 
of James the Sixth, in 1621; the sole com- 
pensation for the absence of the latter being a 
copy of an imperfect translation into English, 
printed in 1825. Of the records of the Burgh 
Council, the oldest began in October, 1456, 
and broke off in 1483, not resuming till 1652 ; 
and, even after that, with gaps of several years 
atatime. Like many a ton of other Cor- 
poration records still surviving in this island, 
“the two older volumes resembled bunches 
of discoloured leaves, in a tattered condition, 
no care apparently having been taken for their 
proper preservation.” 

After a lapse of some years, these inquiries 
were renewed, and with a success apparently 
more due to the energy of Mr. J. D. Marwick, 
Secretary of the ‘“‘ Burgh Records Society,” and 
his able assistant, Mr. Robert Renwick, than 
to any active part taken in the matter by the 
potentates of Peebles. Desirous as he was, if 
possible, to supplement the curious information 
obtained from such of the town records as 
were then known to exist, Mr. Marwick 
suggested that Mr. JRenwick should 
examine the Macfarlane Manuscript Col- 
lection, preserved in the Library of the Faculty 
of Advocates; in the hope of finding some 
trace of the Charter of Erection of the Col- 
legiate Church of St. Andrew. 

Foiled here, however, in the search, he was 
next advised, by Mr. David Laing, to examine 
General Hutton’s MS. Collection, in the same 
Library, compiled forhiscontemplated Monastic 
History of Scotland. Accepting the kindly 
suggestion, he was “agreeably surprised” to 
find two quarto volumes, prepared between 
1800 and 1813, wholly devoted to transcripts 
of charters, andextracts from the records of 
Peebles. Selections were forthwith duly 
made from these volumes, but at the same 
time the very natural conclusion was 
reached that the worthy General must have 
had access to many of the original documents 
themselves, and that not so very long ago. 
Such being the case, Mr. Marwick was induced 
once more to turn his attention to Peebles. 
Mr. Bathgate, the Town Clerk, was again 
applied to, and this time it was arranged that 
the town-house and every other likely place 
should be examined, and no corner left 
unsearched. ‘The result was, that two presses 
in the Town Hall, overlooked, one would 
think, some ten years before, ‘“‘ were found to 
contain a large collection of papers, ancient 
and modern, and amongst them a considerable 
number of volumes of records of several 
descriptions, and all, or nearly all, the papers 
which General Hutton had made use of, as 
well as others which were not suitable for the 
purpose he had in view, and consequently not 
transcribed by him.” From the fact that 
certain scraps of newspapers were placed 
here and there as marks in some of the 
volumes, it was surmised, that they had 
been subjected to examination by some one 
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during the last twenty years, or thereabouts. 
In palliation, apparently, of the ignorance of 
the Corporate authorities as to what was in 
their possession and what was not, Mr. 
Renwick observes :—“‘It seems probable that 
the belief in their loss has arisen from the 
books not having latterly come under the 
observation of those qualified to decipher the 
writing.” This, however, would almost seem 
to make bad worse; or, to say the least, in 
apparently suggesting that because people could 
not read the documents, they could not imagine 
them to exist, to furnish but an_ illogical 
reason for the belief in their non-existence 
prevalent among the Corporation of Peebles. 

Without this “find,” the book now before 
us would have been published in some form 
or other, we suppose, partly from the Town 
Records formerly known to exist, but mainly 
from General Hatton's transcripts. Thanks 
to the assiduity and perseverance of the gentle- 
men we have named, its value, on the score 
of authenticity alone, is more than doubly 
enhanced, while, from the continuousness of 
its sources, its contents can no longer be 
looked upon as merely fragmentary. Three 
volumes and part of another supply the gap 
in the volume of Town Records, ending in 
1483, the existence of which was previously 
known, eight years only excepted, between 
that date and 1567; several other volumes 
make good the previous deficiencies of a later 
date. 

On the “ principal charter,” the document 
we have before alluded to, some stress is laid 
in the Preface, and we have the following 
information about it :— 

“The principal charter, that of James the Sixth, 
1621, is not recorded in the Register of the Great 
Seal. A complete and accurate copy is con- 
sequently of the greater importance. The original 
deed is written on the face of a large sheet of 
parchment, and in several places, particularly at 
the folds, the material has been entirely worn 
away. In others, owing to the action of time, and 
apparently of damp, the writing has faded to such 
an extent as to be quite undecipherable. In these 
eircumstances, Mr. Marwick applied to the Town 
Council of Peebles for permission to endeavour to 
restore the faded writing by chemical process, so 
far as to enable it to be read, and this permission 
was at once accorded. The charter was thereupon 
placed in the hands of Mr. Dickson, Curator of 
the Historical Department of the General Register 
House, by whom the faded writing was brought 
up sufficiently to enable him to complete the 
transcript. The restored portions now occupy 
several pages of print. The whole of the charter 
was thereafter carefully collated by Mr. Dickson, 
who has also collated with the Great Seal Register 
such of the charters as are there recorded. The 
community of Peebles may, accordingly, now be 
said to possess for the first time an accessible and 
authentic copy of their most valuable Burgh 
Charter, which has, moreover, suffered nothing 
from the process to which it has been subjected.” 

The Preface is followed by an Introduction, 
“ Historical and Topographic,” illustrated with 
some few useful woodcuts; in which Mr. 
Chambers gives his readers not a little interest- 
ing information as to the former history of 
Peebles, a town pleasantly situate on the 
banks of the river, in the upper part of 
the vale of Tweed. The lower hills around 
the town have their natural picturesqueness 
heightened by circular entrenchments of vary- 
ing dimensions, known to the townsfolk as 
“ Danish Camps,” a corruption, Mr. Chambers 
suggests, of the British word Dinas, a hill-fort. 





As to the origin of the name given to the 
burgh itself, the following statement, if not 
entirely convincin g, has the air of probability, 
at least :— 

“Peebles traditionally dates from this Early 
British period, when a tribe of the wandering 
Gadeni pitched their rude tents or shielings, 
designated by them Pebyll, on a broad alluvial 
plateau on the north bank of the Tweed. From 
this British term pebyll, signifying tents, the town 
takes its present name, which has undergone 
several mutations. In old charters the place is 
called Peblis. There, on that level spot, did the 
town first assume a distinct shape, and there were 
the ecclesiastical glories of Peebles developed. 
From these circumstances, the cluster of houses 
in this quarter is locally spoken of as the Old 
Town.” 


In explanation of the “ecclesiastical glories ” 
above mentioned, we may mention the fact 
that, shortly after 1116, Peebles, with a 
group of other parishes, became a deanery, 
in the arch-deaconry of Teviotdale, with a 
resident dean, the immediate superior of the 
ministering clergy within his jurisdiction. 
The parish church of St. Andrew was founded 
in 1195, on the site, it is believed, of a more 
ancient building, and became collegiate, with 
a Provost and twelve prebendaries serving at 
as many altars. The church of the Holy 
Cross, or Holy Rood, was founded by King 
Alexander the Third in 1261, as a monastic 
institution, with seventy Red, or Trinity, 
Friars for its occupants. These churches were 
both situate in the Old Town ; and there, too, 
the Abbot of Aberbrothoc, or Arbroath, with 
his monks, occasionally had their hostelry, or 
lodging. Considering the name, or, rather, 
names of the learned and energetic editor of 
the volume, it at least looks like a curious 
coincidence that the first man of eminence 
whose name is mentioned in connexion with 
the burgh seems to have been William de 
Chambre (William Chambers, in the language 
of the present day), who, as “ Bailiff and 
Burgess,” with ‘‘ John, Vicar of the Church, 
and all the Commons of Pebles,” signed articles 
of allegiance to our Edward the First, at 
Berwick, in 1296. 

The Old Town being found in time to be 
indefensible against the not uncommon attacks 
of raiders from the English side of the Border, 
the New Town, “the Peebles proper of 
modern times,” sprang up, at some date now 
forgotten, in a more defensible position, upon 
an adjoining peninsula, formed by the river 
Tweed ; a castle, for its defence, having been 
built so early as the time of Edward the First. 
The New Town, Mr. Chambers says, “ became 
a species of border garrison—an out-post, so to 
speak, of Edinburgh,” distant from it twenty- 
two miles. 

As in many, if, indeed, not most, of our 
English towns during the Middle Ages, the 
main street of the New Town of Peebles was 
disfigured by pent-houses and dung-heaps in 
abundance ; and we find a significant inquiry 
ordered as to the authority by which these 
“sundry choppis and new biggynnis” were 
erected, so recently as 1560, after the Middle 
Ages had gone by. An “ inconvenient object,” 
as the editor naively remarks, must have been 
“the Dean’s Gutter,” an open ditch, which, 
running past the house of the Dean of Peebles, 
carried its unwelcome tribute of filth, no 
doubt, to the misused and much-vexed Tweed. 

St. Michael (in somewhat strong contrast to 











present Scottish notions) seems to have been 
a favourite angel, or rather archangel, with 
the people of Peebles. Many were the 
Masses and Obits to be celebrated at his altar 
and various the pieces of land about the town 
set apart for the support of his chaplain ;— 

“From the Burgh Records, 10th May, 1452” 
Mr. Chambers says, “ we learn that the altar was 
provided with an image of St. Michael, which was 
made to take part in the ceremony of infefting 
rg in the lands set apart in his honour, A 

ailie, with witnesses, having attended for the pur. 
pose of giving possession of certain lands from 
which an annual [rent] was payable to the 
‘huphold of Sanct Mechelis servis in Sanct 
Androis kyrk, thair was brocht the ymage of 
Sanct Mechel, and of that land was layd erd 
(earth) and stan in that ymagis hand,’ a singularly 
grotesque, but, no doubt, effective ceremonial in 
the giving and taking possession of lands. It is 
observed from an entry in the records, 14th June, 
1462, that the chaplain at St. Michael’s altar 
was installed in his office by the symbol of giving 
him a glove, and that at demitting office a glove 
was resigned into the hand of a bailie.” 

For a further account of the town, its ancient 
*“bastel-houses,” its walls of defence (still 
partly in existence), and the history of its 
earlier charters, we must commend the rest of 
the Introduction to our readers. 

The Charters and Grants themselves, which 
begin at some unknown date between 1165 
and 1214, with a brief document, an “ Assise 
of King William the Lion ordering the two 
Chief Courts of the Justiciar to be held yearlyat 
Edinburgh or at Peebles,” are mostly in Latin, 
and accompanied by what in general seems to 
be a careful and correct translation. The 
meaning, however, of the words “ lecterium 
stramentum” in the grant of the Abbot of 
Arbroath (p. 7), in 1317, is certainly not 
“straw or rushes,” but, we would suggest, 
“bed straw,” for the abbot and his monks to 
sleep upon. White tallow candles, “ which 
are vulgarly called candele de Parts,” are to 
be provided for the Abbot on his visits at 
that date. These “‘ Paris candles” were long 
in vogue with our forefathers, and we find 
them in especial use at York on the occasion 
of the Corpus Christi Pageants, in the time of 
Edward the Third. The latest of the forty-one 
Grants and Charters that are printed in the 
volume bears date November, 1641. 

The Town Records and Chamberlains’ 
Accounts of most of the cities and boroughs 
of England are in general entered in Latin, 
down to the beginning of the sixteenth 
century. From the extracts here given, we 
conclude that the civic Records of Peebles, 
beginning in 1456, are written throughout in 
the peculiar dialect (a very uninviting one) of 
the Scottish lowlands at that date. Thanks, 
however, to the skilful Editor's powers of 
foresight, we are supplied with a useful 
glossary to help us, and we are not left long 
to flounder in ignorance over such words as 
“racunnis” (to reclaim lands), “scotinyable” 
(chargeable for duties), or “‘strenyeabill” (that 
may be distrained), or to be lost in bewilder- 
ment at “sydwawdyk” (side-wall dike), and 
“‘wndersedyllis” (sub-tenants); though we 
observe that “ wnchersiabill,” p. 141, and 
“ wisserit,” p. 419, are really too much for the 
Editor himself. 

The volume, which is in every way most 
handsomely “ got up” as to paper, print, and 
cloth binding, is additionally recommended 
by a most excellent Index; an examination of 
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which will enable the reader to discover (in 
spite of the uninviting language in which it 
is conveyed) a large amount of curious reading, 
in reference to the former manners and customs 
of Scotland, embodied in its contents. 








Life, Wanderings, and Labours in East Africa. 
By Charles New. (Hodder & Stoughton.) 
Mr. New is a member of the “ United Method- 
ist Free Churches’” Mission to East Africa, 
founded by Dr. Krapf after the termination of 
his long connexion with the Church Mission- 
ary Society. He was led to join the mission 
by his escape from a railway collision, whence 
he “felt that a life thus spared should be de- 
yoted to God.” “In the providence of God,” 
the author had the honour of attending the sit- 
tings of the Annual Assembly, where “a man 
for the East African Mission” was the one 
thing needful. Mr. New was, however, in no 
hurry to “devote his life to God.” When he 
was appealed to, he says “so important a 
matter was not to be decided in an instant, 
and I hesitated. Having given the matter, 
however, my most serious consideration, I 
placed myself in the hands of the missionary 

Committee.” 

After dwelling on the difficulty in which 
the Committee was, the author says com- 
placently,—“‘ But ‘man’s extremity is God’s 
opportunity.” When man is reduced to the 
greatest straits, then God displays His might 
and skill, evolving order out of confusion, and 
turning even bitter disappointment into cheer- 
ing success.” He ought rather to have said 
that “the mission’s extremity was Mr. New’s 
opportunity!” It may be quite true that that 
gentleman has done all for which he takes 
to himself credit; but the merit of it would 
have been greater had it been attributed to 
him by anyone rather than by himself. 

The author remained in East Africa till the 
early part of 1872. He was then “returning 
to England, for the purpose, among other 
things, of publishing some such work as the 
present one, when his homeward career was 
suddenly stopped by his meeting at Zanzibar 
with the ‘Livingstone Search and Relief Ex- 
pedition,’ which he was invited to join.” 

That expedition has been sufficiently before 
the public, and it is only briefly touched on 
by the author. His connexion with it was 
stated by himself in a letter of considerable 
length in the Times newspaper of July 27, 
1872, from which we formed an estimate of 
the writer, which his present work has con- 
firmed. We have no thought of reproaching 
Mr. New for anything he did in that un- 
fortunate business. The Committee of the 
Royal Geographical Society, to whom the whole 
matter was referred, remark in their Report, 
“with regard to the Rev. Mr. New, who was 
engaged by Lieut. Dawson at Zanzibar, they 
feel bound to say, that, having heard from 
him a full explanation of the circumstances 
under which he acted, they acquit him of all 
blame, and place it on record that he has in 
no way forfeited their confidence.” 

The work before us is a narrative of the 
author’s ‘Life, Wanderings, and Labours” 
during his ten years’ residence in East Africa. 
It consists of the ordinary incidents of mis- 
sionary life, and contains no special adventure 
except the ascent of the snow-mountain, 
Kilima Njaro, to a higher point than was 





reached by the ill-fated Baron von der Decken 
in 1862—in fact to the snow-line itself, as 
will be shown in the sequel. For the rest, 
the author appears to have gone over much 
the same ground as that traversed years ago 
by the church missionaries, Krapf, Rebmann, 
and Erhardt, and to have met with much the 
same adventures. Interviews with savage 
chiefs, encounters with and escapes from lions 
and leopards, crocodiles and hippopotami, all 
that is a matter of course. Nothing material 
resulted from the meetings with such larger 
animals, but the mosquitoes, and ants, es- 
pecially the former, were the bane of Mr. 
New’s life. 

The way in which Mr. New speaks of him- 
self is most unusual. At one time it is “I,” 
at another “we,” again at another, “the 
writer,” or “the author.” This sometimes 
leads to strange equivoques. On one occasion 
a lunatic intruded on Mr. New when that 
gentleman had retired for the night, and after 
a number of mad tricks, described in the 
author’s stilted language, and with his own 
italics :—‘‘He now insisted upon sleeping 
with us. Nothing would suit him but our 
allowing him to share our hut and bed. This 
fancy remained with him for a long time, and 
he was most pertinacious. So we were kept 
about through the greater part of the night.” 
Finally the madman’s friends came and 
took him away; and the author goes on to 
say, “I saw him some time afterwards, and 
he had then recovered his reason,” and so on. 
Anyone not aware of this peculiarity of the 
author would naturally imagine from the 
“sleeping with ws,’ that Mr. New had a 
sleeping companion. And, even now, we are 
not quite sure whether Mr. Wakefield, his 
fellow-missionary, was not with him ; though, 
if so, his treatment of that gentleman is 
precisely similar to the treatment of Dr. 
Richardson by Major Cornwallis Harris, in 
his ‘Wild Sports in Southern Africa.’ At 
starting he put him into the travelling- 
waggon, from which, whatever he may have 
done on the journey, he never once emerged 
during the whole course of the narrative. 

Speaking of the composition of his work, 
the author says :— 

“ Our life in East Africa has not been favourable 
to literary pursuits and studies. We went to the 
country at an early age, to a forlorn hope, and 
have ever since been engaged in the stern realities 
of our work, having neither had time nor con- 
venience for paying attention to the art of literary 
composition, aud in that department, therefore, 
we make no pretensions ; our great aim being to 
= a simple, plain, unvarnished, and truthful 

e. 

Nevertheless Mr. New has found “time and 
convenience” somewhere—perhaps since his 
return to England—for the study of the 
Odyssey ; and he makes pretensions enough 
to find a resemblance between himself and 
the hero of that poem. On one occasion, he 
says :-— 

“We had not gone far before we were brought 
up by the chattering of birds. The guide stood 
and listened. He did not tell us what he heard 
from the feathered tribe, but he at once altered his 
course. What! were we to be controlled by 
birds? Had Sadi received a good or evil omen? 
In the fictitious account Ulysses gave of his de- 
parture from Alybas, the birds hovered on the 
right, and the sign filled him with hope ; but these 
birds of ours fluttered on the left.” 

Another quotation from Mr. New's work 





displays still more the “art of literary com- 
position ”:— 

“On the last occasion on which I rose, Venus 
and the moon had given place to Orion and the 
Pleiades, these latter having gained an altitude 
which told me that morning was near. The 
squeak, too, of the ‘chenene’ assured me of the 
same thing. This isa large orthopterous insect, of 
the grasshopper tribe, perhaps the fly of Homer,— 


Which, perched among the boughs, sends forth at noon, 
Through all the grove, its slender ditty sweet. 


Our Wanika called it the ‘ Dsogolo ya Tsaka,’ and 
the Wasuaheli the ‘Jimbe la Muitu,’ that is, the 
‘cock of the woods,’ its ‘slender ditty sweet’ taking 
place throughout the night in the same regular 
succession as the crowing of the more lusty chanti- 
cleer, who by nature knows ‘eche ascentioun of 
the equinoctial.’” 


But all this study of Homer has not enabled 
Mr. New to make a more poetic version of 
the Kisualiti saying, that if you happen to 
meet a rhinoceros, and a tree is nigh you, 
you should climb up it, than this doggerel :— 

If you meet a rhino 
And you see a tree—climb-o. 

We now come to Mr. New’s great exploit, 
which gives his work, with all its defects, a 
scientific value. This is the ascent of Kilima 
Njaro to the snow-line. Towards the evening 
of a fine sunny day, Tofiki, one of the travel- 
ler’s guides, exclaimed, “Is not that the 
Kilima? (hill or mountain.) Dude! (what a 
thing !) what a height! how white !” 


“T was at Tofiki’s side in a moment. In the 
direction in which he pointed, over the tops of 
the plantains, moved slowly and majestically a 
mass of white-pile cloud. But above and beyond, 
in beautiful circular outline, as round and as 
smooth as the edge of the moon, was seen some- 
thing far whiter, exciting the unconscious ex- 
clamation, ‘as white as snow.’ I had almost lost 
myself in my eagerness to see the wonderful 
phenomenon, and my exclamation, heard perhaps 
by no one else, startled me, and coming to myself 
I said, ‘It is snow.’ It was unmistakable. It 
was a truly magnificent sight. Behind the moving 
clouds, set up against a sky of purest azure, there 
it shone, motionless and sublime. In shape it is 
a beautiful dome of stupendous proportions, and 
as the clouds passed the whole of it became ex- 
posed. The snow lies on the whole of the dome, 
but not in one uniform covering. Near the top, 
in the centre, is a small dark spot, the uncovered 
face of a jutting rock. Below this is another dark 

tch, extending nearly half-way down the dome. 

his is a precipice upon which it is impossible 
that the snow should lie, though falling over the 
top and accumulating below, the latter has risen 
some distance from the bottom of the face of the 
rock, On the east side there are other precipices, 
and on the west side is a long, narrow, dark slip, 
following the dome’s curve, which is, of course, a 
series of precipices. The snow-line cuts the moun- 
tain just were the ridge rises in abrupt acclivities 
to form the dome. It is higher in the east than 
in the west. As to what may be the height from 
the snow-line to the top of the dome, it is impos- 
sible to say with anything like precision, but I 
may observe, that while it is of sufficient extent to 
form a grand spectacle, the proportion it bears to 
the whole mountain cannot be more than one- 
twentieth. If the mountain be 20,000 feet high, 
the snow where it comes farthest down cannot 
cover more than the extent of 1,000 feet. From 
the point where I stood there seemed to be a ridge 
of snow extending from the east side of the dome 
northwards.” 


As the author and his guides continued to 
ascend the mountain, their sensations were 
similar to those of all who reach great eleva- 
tions. At length the guides could go no 
further, and Mr. New proceeded alone to a 
precipice on the south side of the dome of the 
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snowy Kibé, as it is called, “at the bottom 
of which precipice is a long tongue of snow, 
from which the snow-line runs downwards 
round the dome to the east.” It was this 
“patch of snow” that Mr. New desired to 
reach. But he did not after all.— 


“JT had not gone far, however, before I came 
to a tremendous gulf, dropping almost sheer 
down between myself and the patch of snow to 
which I hoped I was making my way. This gulf 
was all that now remained between myself and it, 
but what an all! The snow was on a level with 
my eye, but my arm was too short to reach it. 
My heart sank, but before I had time fairly to 
scan the present position my eyes rested upon 
snow at my very feet! There it lay upon the 
rocks below me in shining masses, looking like 
newly-washed and sleeping sheep! Hurrah! I 
cannot describe the sensations that thrilled my 
heart at that moment. Hurrah! I thought of 
Tofiki. Returning a short distance, I called to 
him at the top of my voice, and in a little while 
he made his appearance, looking horrified. What 
had I seen? Strengthless as he was, my cries 
went through him like an arrow, and gave him 
new vigour. He expected to find me in the hands 
of some monster, about to be tossed into some 
abysmal depth! Reaching the spot where I had 
seen the snow, he exclaimed, ‘There is snow! 
What more do you want, Buana?’ ‘ Nothing,’ 
I observed ; ‘ but we must carry some of it away.’ 
It was frozen as hard as the rock itself, but with 
the spiked end of the spear I carried, I broke 
off several large masses. Tofiki put them into 
' his blanket, slung them over his shoulders, and 
away we went down hill in triumph ! : 
Reaching our party, they looked at us inquiringly, 
as much as to say, ‘Well, what success?’ Tofiki 
threw down the burden of. snow, saying, ‘ There’s 
the white stuff; look at it, Kibdé is beaten at 
last !? When I took the snow and began crunch- 
ing it, as if it were the greatest delicacy, the men 
looked at each other as much as to say, ‘ What 
uganga is the Mzungu up to now?’ While some 
said, ‘ Who ever saw a man eating stones before ?’ 
Mteme stared and gaped, looked first at the snow 
and then at me, but remained dumb with astonish- 
ment. ‘ Luma (eat) yourself,’ I said. He looked 
afraid, but after a while, putting it to his mouth, 
he instantly shouted, ‘Mringa! mringa! (Water! 
water!) Let us take it to the mange!’ ‘Yes,’ 
said my guide, ‘and I shall take some to the 
coast, where I shall sell it for medicine. Every- 
body will want a piece of the white stuff that 
came from Kilima Njaro!’ I told them it would 
melt before we could reach Moche, but they 
smiled incredulously, saying, ‘Who ever heard 
of stones melting?’ It was broken up and put 
into one of the calabashes. . At camp we were 
very heartily received—the people crowding about 
us in large numbers. None were more curious 
than the mange. He was very disappointed to 
hear that the ‘white matter’ was not silver. 
‘But,’ said Mtema, emphatically, ‘it is water, 
mange ! nothing but water, mange! Here it is 
in the calabash ; look at it, mange. 2” 


We regret to have to speak so disparagingly 
of Mr. New’s work. Had he but followed the 
example of his predecessor, Dr. Krapf,—to 
whose “courage, enterprise, and missionary 
zeal the world is indebted for the opening up 
of the almost hermetically sealed coast of East 
Africa,”—he would have given us the contents 
of his note-book in the homely language in 
which it was written. Mr. New may be 
assured he would thus have excited more in- 
terest than he is likely to do by his high- 
flown literary composition, which it is as labo- 
rious to read as it must have been to write. 











NOVELS OF THE WEEK. 


In the Camargue. By Emily Bowles. (Smith, 
Elder & Co.)

The Prescotts of Pamphillon. 
3 vols. (Isbister & Co.) 
Tuts time Miss Emily Bowles forsakes 
Brittany for Provence. As the title indi- 
cates, her story opens in the little-known 
regions of Aignesmorte. As a natural con- 
sequence of this change of scenery, she leaves 
behind her favourite Breton heroes ; but she 
cannot be induced to abandon her good priests: 
they thrive at La Camargue as well as in the 
west, and in both places they seem devoid of 
those defects with which ordinary folks are 
usually afflicted. To this immunity from 
faults the saintly personages doubtless owe a 
similarity of person and character that they 
preserve in all Miss Bowles’s writings. Her 
readers will not be puzzled by the localities 
mentioned,—many graphic pages, rather sug- 
gestive of guide-book fluency and erudition, 
being devoted to the subject. The volume 
also contains a deal of painful conversational 
padding; but then the omission of this and 
of the descriptions would have reduced the 
book to some fifteen or twenty pages. At 
the opening of the volume a wonderful girl 
of sixteen is introduced to us throwing 
barley to the fowls in her father’s farm- 
yard ; and even in this occupation Noél Privas 
manifests the high qualities of heart which 
later are to entitle her to a place in the saintly 
calendar. She has “ long, yellow-brown, thick- 
fringed eyes, surrounded with pale violet sha- 
dow—eyes like fathomless mountain pools, now 
soft with feeling andthe mostignorantly innocent 
affection, but revealing a volcano of Provengal 
passion, a lava compounded of those strange 
Greek and Saracen elements, not easily to be 
described or kept within bounds.” We would 
call the attention of oculists and physicians to 
the extraordinary properties of the eyes of Miss 
Bowles’s personages. Even a bull who takes 
a prominent part in this story is peculiarly 
gifted in this respect, and it may be seen that 
the heroine has no reason to envy him. The 
parents of Noél Privas desire to see her married 
to agood Catholic. They therefore press her to 
accept the addresses of “a cattle-guard,” whose 
broad shoulders and great strength are advan- 
tageous substitutes for intellectual power. Noél 
objects so strongly, that the cattle-guard seems 
almost resigned to his fate, the parents and 
grand-parents are fast losing their talkative 
powers, and the story threatens to terminate, 
when two English pedestrians make an oppor- 
tune appearance, and take lodgings in the 
neighbourhood. From this instant, all the dif- 
ficulties, which were settling down so quietly, 
break out afresh ; Noé] Privas frets and pines, 
the cattle-guard becomes furious, and the bulls 
which abound in La Camargue threaten to gore 
the population: all because Leopold Morland, 
an artist (and a flippant coxcomb, it seems), 
makes love to the girl, and the girl reciprocates 
his advances. His friend, Harry Nasmyth, is so 
alarmed by the cattle-man and the bulls, as to

advise Morland to make off with all expedition, 
—too late, however, for Leopold has alread: 
proposed and been accepted. The point of the 
story now appears. Noél’s father refuses hig 
consent to the union. Why? Because Leopold 
is a Protestant. Besides, Noél’s confessor, Pare 
Maurel, will never give his assent to the 
sacrilege. The cattle-guard, however, commits 
suicide, or rather allows himself to be ripped 
up by a bull. Leopold goes to England to 
obtain his father’s consent, and Noél waits for 
his return in a convent. She waits and waits, but 
the faithless lover appears not. <A bewitching 
cousin has enchained him, and the Prov encale 
is forgotten. The end of. it is that he marries 
his new love, and Noél becomes a pious 
benefactress of the poor. Thus does Catholic 
faith triumph over Protestant inconstancy ; 
Father Maurel was right ; so was the Abbess 
of the Convent ; and the cattle-guard was the 
better man. It only remains for us to inquire 
into the raison d’étre of this wonderful novel, 
in which every substantive is preceded by 
three or four adjectives, so that the book 
contains a few thousands of perfectly useless 
words. It cannot be a portraiture of society ; 
nor is there any greater likelihood that it is 
intended to depict human nature ; nor, again, 
is it possible to infer that the object is amuse- 
ment pure and simple. Our idea is that Miss 
Emily Bowles has undertaken to convert Eng- 
land through the influence of graceful fiction. 


We wish her success in her apostolate; but . 


we think that another means of propaganda 
than literature should be selected, as that neces- 
sarily requires a study of style, and especially 
of grammar. 

The author of ‘ Charles Lysaght ’ has happily 
described his performance as being a “ novel 
without novelty,’ and has allotted to each 
volume respectively the appropriate titles, “six 
of one” and “half a dozen of the other.” 
Whether these legends refer to the equal 
demerit of the volumes, or the community of 
guilt which author and publishers have in- 
curred in their production, we are at a loss to 
say, but we certainly never met with a feebler 
story or volumes worse got up. The author's 
ignorance of everything outside the precincts 
of a manufacturing town is only equalled by 
dullness of his style, and the conspicuous 
absence of education. Unless his printers 
have grievously wronged him, he is totally 
unacquainted with spelling, while his use of 
words is as abnormal as his conceptions of 
civilized society. For the rest, there is nothing 
improper or morally objectionable in the tale, 
which is the dry relation of the love affairs and 
pecuniary difficulties of a weak and somewhat 
“ muffish” young man. Our author is quite 
on the side of virtue, which he regards as the 
peculiar talent of the middle classes, while 
the nobility and gentry are represented as 
profligate and vulgar. The pet villain, for 
whom physical and moral castigation is re- 
served, is a certain Augustus Sinister, the son 
and heir of a nobleman, sometimes called 
Lord Barr, sometimes Lord Sinister, who 
resides at a place called “ Beldivire.” As a 
gentleman, who confesses to an ignorance of 
the difference between a passenger steamboat 
and one of Her Majesty’s ships must be in 
an eminently teachable state of mind, it may 
be possibly worth while for him to employ 
his intellect on the heraldic distinction between 
a “bar” and a “bend.” When he has in 
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structed himself in one or two more important 
matters of study, and come to some arrange- 
ment for obtaining an intelligent printer, he 
may proceed to easy exercises in English com- 
osition. 

Mrs. Crow’s is a vulgar piece of sensation- 
alism, relating the adventures of one Millicent 
Asplin, a young orphan, who finds herself 
rather accidentally installed as companion or 
aide de-camp of the excellent housekeeper at 
Beechenhurst, the seat of Sir Lionel Trevor. 
That Baronet presents himself to the dazzled 
view of Millicent as a splendid specimen of 
the peculiar type to which he belongs. He is, 
of course, handsome, young, rich, and pro- 
fligate ; he has had a story which leaves him 
cynical and melancholy ; he has a trick of 
“uttering imprecations” through his teeth ; 
he is ferocious to poachers and neglectful of 
the poor; but he wages an unceasing war on 
women, and is generally a fine Byronic, ro- 
mantic, Lara-like youth. Obviously it is the 
mission of a charming daughter of the 
“people” to tame and Christianize this be- 
witching aristocrat. The first visit Sir Lionel 
makes to his country-house suffices to inspire 
him, in spite of his supposed antiquity in 
wickedness, with as ardent a passion for the 
fair bourgeotse as ever was felt by an ingenuous 
youth of sixteen. Indeed, for a hardened roué, 
Sir Lionel throughout exhibits remarkable 
simplicity and freshness, and, were it not for 
the habit of “imprecating” above mentioned, 
and a slight stiltiness of speech, might be taken 
for a very respectable, commonplace sort of 
gentleman. The dark influence which has had 
so baneful an effect upon his life resolves itself 
into a morbid feeling about his step-mother, 
and generally we gain from the book a higher 
estimate of his heart than his head. He is 
some time before he can make up his mind to 
marry Millicent, his misgivings being strength- 
ened by the diabolical manceuvring of a stage 
villain, named Bamfylde, who sponges on 
him, and promotes “ orgies” and other enor- 
mities in order to keep up his influence. 
However, the wretched Lionel, who, in the 
course of his flirtation, is set upon by poachers 
and severely handled (an incident which brings 
out Millicent’s devotion in a striking light), 
manages to make his attentions to the young 
lady sufficiently marked to induce her to 
preserve her self-respect by flight. The mis- 
creant Bamfylde takes care to get her intoa 
situation within his reach; but this short- 
sighted proceeding only results in Trevor's 
rushing after her, and the solemnization of a 
marriage at Liverpool. Vice again plays his 
part in the mystery, and endeavours, on the 
wedding-day, to arouse Sir Lionel’s jealousy 
of one Owen, an early admirer of Milli- 
cent’s, whom she has, in fact, always treated 
with the coldness which his brutality and 
ill temper deserve. However, these are 
the haleyon days of courtship, and Sir 
Lionel is not only affectionate, but sportive. 
Here is a specimen of his “rallying ”:— 
“What! not a word, Millie! This must be 
one of love’s queerest metamorphoses! Mi- 
nerva has vanished, leaving the Goddess of 
Silence in my arms, and has even forgotten to 
treat her votary with a parting exordium.” 
Bamfylde is not reduced to despair by these 
transports ; and, with an eye to future events, 
Manages, in some mysterious way, to procure 
a “unfrocked” clergyman, whatever that 





may mean, to perform the ceremony. In our 
author's opinion, which will be rather sur- 
prising to lawyers, the marriage between two 
innocent parties is thereby rendered void. 
Lionel takes his bride to Scotland, hoping, by 
residence in that favoured land, to straighten 
the “twisted link,” possibly through the 
chemical action of something matrimonial in 
the air. He is, however, called away on 
business which he cannot explain to his wife 
(really to attend the death-bed of his step- 
mother). Bamfylde and Owen come across 
Millicent in Edinburgh, and the result of 
misunderstanding and mismanagement, se- 
conded by the malevolent efforts of the ubi- 
quitous villain, is a total estrangement between 
husband and wife. Millicent, who is now 
under the impression that she has been de- 
ceived by Lionel, haunts the neighbourhood 
of Beechenhurst, while her husband, thinking 
her unfaithful, acquiesces in the situation, and 
leads a bachelor life. However, an incident, 
which resembles nothing so much as the story 
of the Maid of Lodi, has the effect of re- 
conciling this perverse and feeble-minded pair. 
Lionel is knocked on the head by a lunatic 
(probably in a lucid interval), and carried off 
to a lonely cellar :— 
Between the Po and Parma 
Some villains seized my coach, 
And dragged me to a cavern 
Most dreadful to approach... . 
Whilst thus I lay in anguish 
Came tripping past the fair, 
And stopped to hear my wailing 
And see me tear my hair... . 
Then to her market-basket 
She tied her pony’s rein, 
And thus by female courage 
I was dragged to life again. 
Millicent surpasses the maid in heroism, for 
she descends into the cellar, and has a hand- 
to-hand struggle with the lunatic (who is, we 
may remark, in passing, the most melancholy 
victim of a total misapprehension of facts in 
the whole book), until her cries bring a posse 
of friends in time to prevent extremities. 
After this of course Sir Lionel can have no 
further excuse. Everything is explained, the 
marriage recognized, and the recalcitrant 
couple forced together by the stress of cir- 
cumstances. The death of Bamfylde in a 
gaming-house adds the last touch of festivity 
to the close of this wonderful tale. 

A very young couple they certainly were 
whose early married life is related by the 
author of ‘Mrs. Jerningham’s Journal,’—so 
young that they married, after a week's 
acquaintance, on next to nothing a year, and 
on the strength, apparently, of the gentleman’s 
excellence as a waltzer and power of making 
his partner laugh in the intervals of that 
exercise ; so young, that the lady’s idea of the 
way to poach eggs is “you must take them 
out of their shells and flatten them well before 
you boil them,” while her first marketing 
results in the expenditure of twenty-thrée 
shillings on forced vegetables, strawberries, 
a cake, and groceries, out of which she and 
her husband have to make what dinner they 
can. At first we thought the authoress 
intended to write a little satire on people who 
marry in a hurry on short acquaintance ; and 
still more when the bank in which the 
husband is a clerk is robbed, and he at the 
same time disappears. But we regret to-say 
that she has spoilt the moral of the story by 
making the young wife, who tells it through- 





out, relate her own distress so touchingly that 
she quite wins our sympathy ; and when the 
husband returns without a stain on his 
character, though we feel that an opportunity 
of teaching a useful lesson has been missed, 
we are quite glad to see him back, and 
are ready to think that a marriage on 
nothing a year is an excellent arrangement, 
and a ball-room acquaintance the best possible 
preparation for it. 

Although Mrs. Parr has not, to our thinking, 
quite attained to the level of ‘ Dorothy Fox,’ 
her present book is not a bad one. Its weak- 
ness lies in the improbabilities of the plot. 
The idea of a girl who is in love with one 
man, as far as her nature permits, marrying 
another, who is old, infirm and wealthy, on the 
speculation of her former lover remaining con- 
stant till she can come to him a widow, with 
the additional charm of a large fortune at her 
disposal, strikes us as particularly far-fetched. 
Stephen Prescott, who is represented as an 
exceedingly conscientious and honourable 
man, is certainly not the subject for such an 
experiment. Nor do we much admire the 
other complications of the tale. The destruc- 
tion of a marriage certificate by Stephen’s 
mother, in order to advance her own son to 
the baronetcy and estates, thereby excluding 
his uncle’s child, seems but a foolish sort of 
wickedness to hang a tale on. Such as it is, 
however, it is tolerably handled, and the 
moral contrast between the excellent Stephen 
and his selfish ungentlemanly rival is as 
obvious as any moralist can desire. But it is 
in the rustic inhabitants of the seafaring 
village of Mallett, over which Capt. Carthew 
and his fair daughter Hero reign by right 
divine, that we are glad to recall our author's 
better self. The Captain is a model of shrewd 
simplicity, very much the old fashioned tar in 
speech and manners, but with nothing theatri- 
cal about him. Hero, who is christened after 
her father’s ship, and had a narrow escape, 
according to her old servant, of being called 
Arethusa, or “ Billy ruffian,” is one of those 
healthy, comely girls equally removed in 
character from either conventional self-repres- 
sion or self-conscious forwardness, whom we 
rejoice to meet in fiction as in real life. We 
sincerely sympathize with Stephen when, 
meeting this slip of frank and honest maiden- 
hood on the sequestered shores of Mallett, he 
finds in her a satisfying contrast to his too 
sophisticated cousin, and a refuge from the 
petty cares and embarrassments of his conven- 
tional position. Their method of introduction 
is singularly abrupt, the lady jumping down 
upon the gentleman’s head as he is reposing 
under a wall, but the result justifies the au 
spices. During their courtship, which has its 
difficulties, into which we will not enter, we 
are introduced to various types of west-country 
folk. The tart-tempered Betsy, and her 
phlegmatic admirer Joe Bunce, “with whom 
she has been on and off these twenty years,” 
afford an excellent diversion from the main 
current of the story, while the old boatman 
Jim, a good sailor and staunch Methodist, 
with his picturesque piety, his tags of verse, 
his loyal devotion to the Captain and his 
“maid,” reminds us of a peaceful antitype 
of Salvation Yeo. He speaks, too, a good 
Devonshire dialect, which adds much to the 
point of his proverbial philosophy. When we 
add that Mrs. Parr is singularly happy in 
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describing “situations” (the interview between 
Kate Labouchere and old Jim on the sands, 
for instance, will leave a picture on the 
memory), we have said enough to show that 
there is amusement to be extracted from 
the book, though we do not believe it to be 
the best work our author can produce. 








Autobiography of Thomas Guthrie, D.D., and 
Memoir. By his Sons, Rev. David K. 
Guthrie and Charles J. Guthrie, M.A. 
Vol. I. (Isbister & Co.) 


Dr. GUTHRIE’s sons are committing a mistake 
that sons are pretty sure to commit when they 
write their father’s biography. They are mak- 
ing it much toolengthy. They were right in pub- 
lishing the ‘Autobiography,’ but to give another 
long history of the same years of the author’s 
life as he had himself described, was absurd. 
There is nothing remarkable, if a good deal 
that is pleasant in the ‘Autobiography’; but the 
‘Memoir’ is dull, and with the dullness of 
those lives in which, when the compiler has 
told us everything he can find to say himself, 
he prints Mr. Jones’s recollections of his hero, 
and Mr. Robinson’s reminiscences, although 
the world is profoundly indifferent to what 
Mr. Jones recollects or Mr. Robinson re- 
members. We shall therefore confine our 
remarks to the ‘Autobiography,’ There is much 
irrelevant matter in it too. Indeed, it begins 
with a disquisition which will be an affliction 
to Mr. Thoms. 
in the matter of centenarianism. In him 
Jenkins, the mythical individual who “when 
‘a boy carried arrows” at Flodden, awakens no 
doubts, but “recalls the days of the patriarchs”; 
and we are besides told all about an “old 
highland patriarch” who lived it seems to the 
age of a hundred and thirty, and about an old 
man in the Shetland Islands in regard to 
whom “the doctor” is equally credulous. But 
in spite of this unpromising opening, there 
are bits in the biography which are worth 
reading. The following sketch of what popu- 
lar education in Scotland once was, contains 
nothing that is new, but puts old facts in a 
clear way :— 

“Though the emoluments were small, and 
almost all the scholars were the children of 
peasants, ploughmen, and artisans, who aimed at 
nothing beyond ‘the three R’s’—as reading, 
writing, and arithmetic have been called — the 
teachers were in many instances university men 
who had gone or were going through a full curri- 
culum of the arts and sciences. Many had won 
their spurs, the degree of M.A., at one of the 
Universities—St, Andrew’s, Aberdeen, Glasgow, 
or Edinburgh—and nota few were licentiates of 
the Church. By help of the salary and fees accru- 
ing toa parish school teacher, many a poor lad 
was able to work his way through the expenses of 
a university, all the more if he had obtained a 
bursary there. He taught the school during the 
summer, and filled it with a substitute during the 
five months which he passed at college. And if, 
aiming at the pulpit, he had finished his literary 
and philosophical curriculum, and had become a 
student in divinity, it was a still easier matter to 
hold a parish school. The Church of Scotland, 
wisely accommodating her rules to circumstances, 
required only one full attendance of five months 
at her Divinity Halls, if the student, instead of 
four sessions of that length, attended six or seven 
partial ones. The disadvantages of this system 
were, so far at any rate as the general education 
of the country was concerned, more than counter- 
balanced by its advantages. As a licentiate of 
the Church, or one preparing for that position and 
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for the office of the ministry, the teacher in such 
cases had a high character to maintain, and was 
thereby preserved from those temptations to fall 
into low, vulgar, and dissipated habits he might 
otherwise have been exposed to. In him, besides 
the clergyman, the rudest country parishes had 
a man of literary accomplishments and cultured 
manners, and the clergyman a companion of edu- 
cation equal to his own. But more than all that, 
in such a man the humblest country school had a 
teacher of Greek, Latin, and mathematics, in 
whom the son of the poorest peasant, at the most 
trifling cost to his parents, found one who could 
prepare him to enter a university. Thus plough- 
men’s sons were put on a level with those of peers. 
A ‘liberal education,’ as it is called, was brought 
to the door of the humblest cottage; and if a 
shoeless loun had talents and ambition, here was 
a ladder by which he could, and by which many 
such did, climb to positions in society far above 
that of their birth.” 

When only twelve years of age, Dr. Guthrie 
was sent from Brechin, his native place, to 
the University of Edinburgh. He was placed 
under the charge of a Mr. Simpson; but 
although old Mr. Guthrie was well-to-do, he 
certainly did not spoil his son by over indul- 
gence :— 

“The habits of students then were formed on 
a much less expensive scale than they are now. 
Our one apartment was bedroom, parlour, and 
study. For it, with coals, attendance, and cook- 
ing, we only paid 5s. or 6s. a week. We lived in 
Bristo Street. Our landlady was a highly respect- 
able woman, the widow of a banker’s clerk, whose 
children, wisely and piously trained at home, 
fought their way up through their straitened 


positions. With the exception of some ‘swells,’ 
few students had ampler accommodation than 
ours, and our living was on a par with our lodg- 
ings—the usual bill of fare being tea once, oat- 
meal porridge twice a day, and for dinner, fresh 
herring and potatoes. I don’t think we indulged 
in butcher’s meat more than twice during the 
whole first session at college ; nor that, apart from 
the expense of fees, books, and what my tutor 
received, I cost my father more than 107. Though 
not luxuriously brought up at home, this was too 
great a change perhaps for a growing boy, who 
shot up into 6 feet 2} inches without the shoes by 
the time he was seventeen years of age. Never- 
theless, it is better for boys to be so trained than 
taught, on the John Bull system, to make a god 
of their belly. My expenses were higher in the 
two succeeding sessions when I had different 
tutors, and lived in better lodgings; but even 
then, and afterwards when, during the last seven 
years I spent at the University, I ceased to be 
under tutors, they were much less than is com- 
mon nowadays. One winter, six of us had a com- 
mon table, and we used to make up for the outlay 
of occasional suppers by dinners of potatoes and 
ox livers, which we reckoned cost us only three 
halfpence a head.” 

Dr. Guthrie passed through the ordinary 
curriculum of Scotch divinity students without 
any special credit or discredit. Fortunately, 
however, for himself, he had entered the Uni- 
versity so young that he was ready to be a 
candidate for “a licence” two years before the 
proper time. These two years he wisely spent 
in attending lectures on chemistry, anatomy, 
and zoology; and after he was “licensed” he 
had the sense to go abroad, and spent a winter 
in walking the Paris hospitals. He never saw 
the good qualities of the French, for he judged 
them all by their theological tendencies. He 
disliked those who were religious because they 
were Roman Catholics, and those who were irre- 
ligious because they were Voltarians. Still the 
experience gained by his residence on the Con- 
tinent was wider than that which even now falls 
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to the lot of Scotch ministers, and tended to 
widen his mind. His creed was always a narrow 
orthodoxy, of the type that Chalmers made 
common ; but in action he was, unconsciously 
perhaps, more liberal than his creed. Another 
circumstance rendered his education broader 
than it might have otherwise been. That 
on his return home he found that— 


“The Bank agency which, under the name of 
David Guthrie & Sons, has been in my family and 
in the town of Brechin for more now than sixty 
years, was at that time managed by my elder 
brother, Bailie John Guthrie, who, cut down iy 
the prime of life by a sudden illness, left one son, 
David, then little beyond boyhood. In a few 
years, could the bank be held on for that time, 
he would, with the counsel of his uncles, all en- 
gaged in businesses of their own, be old enough 
to succeed his father.” 


So, although he was a clergyman and 
occasionally preached, he for two years filled 
his dead brother’s place at the bank. He 
there acquired the knowledge of business 
which made him afterwards an _ excellent 
manager of the affairs, first, of a country 
parish, and afterwards of a town one. In faet, 
his proper sphere was parochial work. He 
was not a theologian or a scholar, but he was 
a good man with a kind heart, and the training 
he got in business matters enabled him to do 
much to relieve the misery and wretchedness 
that prevail in the poor parts of Edinburgh. 
It is owing to his ragged schools, and not his 
sermons, which, although they attracted large 
congregations, were simply pieces of rather 
tawdry rhetoric, that he has a claim to re- 
membrance. In fact, as a popular preacher, he 
was neither better nor worse than many other 
popular preachers, although this book shows 
he took infinite pains ; but as a philanthropist, 
he was in advance of the people about him. 
There are some amusing anecdotes in the 
book, and several indifferent ones :— 


“There was current a story of another parsi- 
monious minister who evaded discovery by an un- 
commonly clever manceuvre. When working one 
day in his garden, or glebe, in his ordinary beggar 
like attire, he was alarmed to see the carriage of 
his patron, the proprietor of the parish, whirling 
rapidly along the road to his manse. It was 
too late to attempt a retreat, and get himself put 
in decent order to receive ‘my lord.’ To retreat 
was impossible : to remain where and as he was, 
to be shamed and disgraced. With a prompti- 
tude seldom or never surpassed, he stuck his 
battered hat down on his shoulders, drew up his 
hands into the sleeves of his ragged coat, stuck 
out his arms at an acute angle, planted his legs 
far apart, and, throwing rigidity into all his 
form, stood there in the potato-ground, the very 
beau idéal of what in England is called a ‘scare- 
crow, in Scotland a ‘potato-bogle’—never sus 
pected by the visitors as they drove up to the 
front entrance, while he made for the back-door to 
don his Sunday garb.” 


The following relates to one of his country 
parishioners who had become insane :— 


“Tt was useless to argue with her; so, being 
a little vain, though a pious old bodie, I took 
her on her weak side and found her quite 
willing to agree to my proposal that-she should 
have a drive in a carriage ; all the more that I 
assured her—but without explaining how—that 
it would do her a great deal of good. Away 
she went, quite delighted with the honour of a 
carriage, which never halted, however, till it drove 
within the gates of the Montrose Lunatic Asylum. 
The event turned out as we hoped and wished. 
The case had been taken in time ; and in less than 
a twelvemonth she was back to her cottage in her 
sound mind. Hearing of that, and glad of that, I 
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went to see her, never dreaming that she would 
have any recollection of how she was whecdled 
away ; 1 am amused even now on recollecting the 
way in which she taught me my mistake. She 
was sitting alone by the fireside on my opening the 
door; and before I had time to speak, she turned 
round, and shaking her finger at me, with more 
fun than anger in her face, said, ‘Eh, Minister, 
I didna think ye wud ha’ telt a lee !’” 


Dr. John Erskine is a name familiar to all 
readers of ‘Guy Mannering,’ and his popu- 
larity was such, that even the steps leading up 
to the pulpit in his church were occupied :— 


“Dr, Erskine was remarkable for his simplicity 
of manner and gentle temper. He returned so 
often from the pulpit, minus his pocket-handker- 
chief, and could tell so little how or where it was 
lost, that Mrs. Erskine at last began to suspect that 
the handkerchiefs were stolen, as he ascended the 
pulpit stairs, by some of the old wives who lined 
it, So, both to baulk and detect the culprit, she 
sewed a corner of the handkerchief to one of the 
pockets of his coat-tails. Half way up the stairs, 
the good doctor felt a tug, whereupon he turned 
round to the old woman, whose was the guilty hand, 
to say, with great gentleness and simplicity, ‘No’ 
the day, honest woman, no’ the day ; Mrs. Erskine 
has sewed it in.’” 


There is one small passage in the Memoir 
worth quoting. The “Defiance” coach was in 
the habit of passing through Brechin :— 

“A sister of Dr. Guthrie used to tell how, sit- 
ting one afternoon by the window, long ago, she 
observed a youthful stranger who had emerged 
from the coach-walk down the street, leaning on 
the arm of another gentleman. His appearance 
irresistibly awakened her curiosity. ‘ What a 
handsome man !’ she exclaimed, as she summoned 
the rest of the family group to the window ; ‘ but 
how sad that he is lame!’ It was not till the 
coach had resumed its journey to Aberdeen she 
learned that the man thus admired and commi- 
serated was Lord Byron.” 








CHRISTMAS BOOKS. 

Lob Lie-by-the-Fire ; or, the Luck of Lingborough, 
and other Tales. By Juliana Horatia Ewing. With 
Illustrations by George Cruikshank. (Bell & 
Sons.)—‘ Lob Lie-by-the-Fire’ is a story that 
neither young nor old will read through with- 
out having their feelings strongly moved. It is 
the history of a child, whose natural or unnatural 
parents have left it exposed under a bush of broom. 
The infant is found and adopted by two of the 
dearest and most primitive of old ladies ; they call 
him John Broom, and try their very best to bring 
him up in a God-fearing manner, and to make him 
a useful member of society; but the child inherits 

ipsy blood and gipsy ways. He is the most 
fascinating of naughty children, idle to the back- 
bone, and with that restless adventurous nature to 
which comfort and a quiet life are irksome, whilst 
all restraint or coercion is simply intolerable. The 
boy runs away, and finds hardship to his heart’s 
content. Home sickness and the recollection of 
his kind benefactresses come over him on the 
other side of the world. He makes his way back 
to England, a cabin boy, as he went out; and 
then, ashamed to go back, he lingers about the 
barracks in a town, running errands for the soldiers, 
and forming a boy’s friendship, full of worship and 
admiration for a magnificent Highlander. The 
pathos and beauty of this little episode will go to 
the heart of every reader. The boy returns to his 
old friends, but too ashamed to show himself till he 
has made some amends: he hides in the stable, and 
does the work secretly, and the neighbourhood de- 
clare it is the old family Brownie come back to 
bring luck to the house. Of course he is discovered 
and welcomed by the old ladies and all the neigh- 
bourhood. The real love and gratitude which have 
been roused keep him tolerably industrious, and 
he does not run away again, though ‘the tramp’s 
nature never quite dies out in him. The story is 





delightful, and the illustrations are equal to the 
occasion. The other stories which make up the 
book have already appeared in Aunt Judy’s Maga- 
zine; they, too, are illustrated by Cruikshank, 
and are alone worth the cost of the whole book. 

Blind Mercy, and other Tales for the Young. By 
Gertrude Crockford. With Illustrations. (Edin- 
burgh, Nimmo.)—‘ Blind Mercy’ is a pretty, but 
not very natural story ; it is about a little blind girl, 
who lives with her father, an old seafaring man, in 
a lighthouse. Her history is connected with the 
trouble that befell her only brother, who suffered 
for an act which another had committed. There is 
reparation and repentance, and much happiness 
in the end. Young readers will be interested both 
in ‘Blind Mercy’ and in the story of ‘ Little Nat,’ 
which is the second tale in the book. The remain- 
ing two are inferior to the others. 

The Old Fairy Tales. Collected and Edited by 
James Mason. Illustrated by J. Moyr Smith. 
(Cassell, Petter & Galpin.)—Mr. Mason deserves 
thanks for giving some of the best of the real old fairy 
tales, according to the most authentic version. He 
has not changed or curtailed or corrupted any of 
the incidents, but given them just as they are 
recorded to have taken place long, long ago. We 
have some doubt, however, whether the explana- 
tion in ‘Jack and the Bean-Stalk,’ that the ogre had 
murdered Jack’s father, and despoiled him of his 
inheritance, is not a modern interpolation to ex- 
cuse or palliate Jack’s theft of the Giant’s treasures, 
Ogres are beyond the pale of poetical justice, still 
to our present feeling Jack’s conduct would not 
seem justifiable without some such plea; but we 
fear that the young scapegrace spoiled the oppressor, 
without any recommendation from his guardian 
Fairy. The tales are beautifully printed and charm- 
ingly illustrated. If we were to buy a copy, we 
should be tempted to keep it for our own shelves, 
instead of passing it on to a juvenile “claimant.” 

Harry's Big Boots: a Fairy Tale, for “ Smalle 
Folke.” By S. E. Gay. With Illustrations by the 
Author, drawn on Wood by Percival Skelton. 
(Samuel Tinsley.)—This is not a genuine fairy tale 
at all, and the “Big Boots” are a modern imita- 
tion. Harry, the hero, is a little boy, who finds a 
pair of big boots, which take him “out into the 
world” ; but everything he sees, or that is touched 
upon, is a mean and sordid version of the world’s 
doings. There is no real mirth, nor any touch of 
genuine humour: even as burlesque it is bad ; the 
fun is artificial and without flavour. Neither 
grown person nor little child will find a genuine 
laugh from the first page to the last. The author's 
hand is too heavy to touch fairy subjects—there is 
nothing of the delightful nonsense which Alice 
found in Wonderland. A great deal of the book 
is “meant ironical,” but the satire is flippant and 
conceited : satire, even the best of its kind, is 
not fit either for the nourishment or the amuse- 
ment of the nursery mind. To teach children 
to mock before they know how to revere is to 
stunt their moral growth, and to offer cruel injury 
to the spiritual life still hidden in the germ. In 
the Preface, the author seems to deprecate these ill 
effects, by saying that “the heart of childhood 
possesses no cynicism—it believes.” The Boots 
carry Harry into the deep sea, and down 
into “Deep Sea Town,” among the mermaids, 
who are represented as being quite as vulgar 
as if they had lived in a small gossiping 
neighbourhood all their lives. The mysteries of 
coquetry and female fascination are exhibited by 
a being dressed in ribbons and gauze, called the 
“Fairy Flirtaway.” Journalism is figured under 
the name of “Chatter-much Town”; but there is 
no mirth anywhere in the whole story, and we 
shall be sorry for the “smalle folke” who receive 
‘Harry’s Big Boots’ as their prize from a Christ- 
mas-tree. 

The King’s Servants. By Hesba Stretton. 
Eight Illustrations. (H. 8. King & Co.)—The first 
part of ‘The King’s Servants’ is charming. The 
narrative of the married life of the old weaver and 
his wife; their love, their faithfulness in all the 
affairs of life, their struggles in old age, their good- 
ness to little Pippin, the orpkan, and the sad trial 





of their faith, which comes to them in their old 
age, when poverty falls upon them, and they have 
to leave their pleasant cottage, and, finally, after 
many struggles, to go into the workhouse, make 
a simple, but powerful, story. The dear old couple 
exemplify the text of “faithful in little.” The 
second portion, entitled ‘ Unfaithfulness,’ is not 
nearly so good ; it is diffuse and artificial. The 
dear old woman of the first part, Mrs. Transome, 
now & widow, is one of the personages. She has 
come to act as housekeeper to her old landlord, a 
miser, who will do nothing with all his riches 
except hoard them ; but she is so enveloped in an 
atmosphere of sordid meanness aud discomfort, 
that even she cannot warm or lighten it. The 
servant who has thrown over her betrothed lover 
for the sake of the legacy promised by the old 
miser, and the old miser himself, exemplify in 
their different ways what is meant by being 
“unfaithful.” But although there is a burglary 
and a sensational catastrophe, the story is weak. 
To the third portion of the book, which is called 
‘ Faithful in Much,’ we have a much more serious 
objection to make. We consider that the main 
incident is not one to be brought to the know- 
ledge of a young person. Philip devotes him- 
self, his fortune (inherited from the old miser 
his uncle), “ Aunt Milly,” and Mrs. Transome to 
the work of rescuing “ fallen girls,” and making 
a “Home” for them, and this by way of being 
“ faithful” in the use to which he puts his large 
fortune inherited from his uncle the “ miser.” We 
object strongly to this specific form of sin and 
wretchedness being revealed to young creatures, 
who ought not to have their minds darkened by 
the shadow of such knowledge before the mind is 
fitted to receive it. The terrible social problem 
involved is not to be handled as a sentimental 
episode in a story, nor to be made the subject of 
entertaining reading. We must regret that Hesba 
Stretton has committed what we consider a very 
grave error of judgment. Her name, as the author 
of that delightful little book, ‘Jessica’s First 
Prayer,’ will attract readers to anything she may 
write ; but her present work, ‘The King’s Ser- 
vants,’ is, for the reasons we have given, not a book 
we should put into the hands of young people. 

Giles’s Minority; or, Scenes at the Red House. 
By Mrs. Robert O'Reilly. With eight Illustra- 
tions. (Bell & Sons.)—‘Giles’s Minority’ is a 
pleasant little book. It will be an acceptable 
reward, or prize from a Christmas-tree, to young 
people from nine to twelve years old, although we 
fancy that the elders of the family will read it with 
equal amusement. The children are all genuine 
children. There are one or two stories introduced 
(republications, apparently) which are excellent. 
*Green’s Boy’ is delightful, and we were sorry to 
find it was read to the little Merricks as a story, 
and did not form an authentic portion of the book. 

Hope's Annual; The Night before the Holidays. 
(Edinburgh, Nimmo.)—Capital stories, told by boys 
to each other in the dormitory, instead of going to 
sleep, the night before going home, Boys will 
like the book, and little girls also. 

Geordie Purdie in London; or, the Adventures 
of a Fifeshire Man in the Metropolis. By Daniel 

rrie. (Edinburgh, Publishing Company.)—To 
Scotsmen, these adventures of a Fifeshire man, 
with the broad Fifeshire dialect, will be a source 
of amusement. To English readers, though they 
may feel a regard for Geordie, and wish him heartily 
well, the dialect will be almost a foreign tongue; 
and they will hardly get at the fun, which seems to 
convulse all characters in the book with laughter. 
It is not a child’s book. 

Ned's Search. By M. H. Holt. (Marlborough 
& Co.)—‘ Ned’s Search’ is about Ragged Schools 
and the children who frequent them or play in the 
streets instead. It isa pretty story, and a good 
gift-book for Sunday School children. 

Aunt Ann’s Stories. Edited by Louisa Lough- 
borough. (Edinburgh, Nimmo.)—These stories are 
mostly translations, but they are extremely well 
done ; they are short, but ingeniously constructed, 
and pleasantly told. They are intended for little 
children, and we should imagine that whoever 
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tells them or reads them aloud will be a guest 
welcome to the little folks. The moral of each 
story is quite unobjectionable. 

An Earl's Daughter: a Story for the Young. 
By M. M. Pollard. (Same publisher.)—Why the 
author should have chosen to place the era of this 
little tale in the reign of King Henry the Fourth, 
we cannot guess ; the pictures of life and manners 
do not seem remarkably like the originals, whilst 
the language and sentiments are most unmis- 
takably of the nineteenth century. No medieval 
creature would ever have felt, as he is supposed 
to, on the occasion of thanksgiving for Agincourt, 
“Oh, how I wish my mother had been here! 
roused he, as the performance was over, and 
when the choir had again left the church to its 
solitude and silence. How I wish she could 
have heard that splendid singing! she would 
have appreciated every note of it. She shall hear it 
though,—I will persuade her to come to-morrow.” 
It is not necessary or desirable to imitate anti- 
quated words and phrases when telling a story 
of the olden time; but it is desirable to catch 
the spirit and mode of thought, otherwise the 
scenes and characters have no more reality than 
is to be found at a fancy-dress ball or a mas- 
querade. 

Sweet Violets, and other Taies. By Mrs. Mackar- 
ness, Coloured Illustrations. (Routledge & Sons.) 
—These four little stories about sweet flowers 
are very pretty indeed; but we cannot guess 
for what age they are intended: they are not 
“grown-up” stories, and there is nearly as much 
love and marriage as would furnish a regular 
novel. ‘Only a Little Primrose, told by a 
governess to her pupils, some of them of tender 
years, is far more romantic than discreet, and 
yet it is pretty and graceful ; but this little book 
18 hardly a child’s story-book, though it is got up 
like one, and girls out of the school-room would 
toss their head and consider it was intended 
for the younger ones. Very charming tales may 
be written without throwing the shadow of either 
love or marriage over them. 

“ My Kalulu,” Prince, King, and Slave. By 
H. M. Stanley. (Low & Co.)—We cannot congra- 
tulate Mr. Stanley on his Christmas book. We 
suspect that boys will not care for it. 

Totty Testudo (Edinburgh, Nimmo) is, as far 
as we have had the courage to read it, an instance 
of the attempt frequently, and always unsuccess- 
fully, made to delude children into the belief that 
they are reading a story-book when they are really 
doing their lessons. It is simply a short history 
(though contained in a large volume) of England, 
from the middle of the sixteenth to the middle of 
the seventeenth century, told under the clumsy 
fiction of being the autobiography of a tortoise. 
There are a certain number of fictitious personages 
introduced as gilding to the pill; but the story is 
as dull as its supposed narrator. Whether such 
phrases as “Lord Burleigh’s wisdomatic pericra- 
nium,” “flattering eulogisms,” and others, are due 
to the tortoise or to Miss Flora F. Wylde, who 
has given his recollections to the world, we cannot 
say; but we fear that, at the best, she has been 
but a slipshod editor. 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE. 

Mr. Maurice's pleasant lectures, which Messrs. 
Macmillan have published under the title of The 
Friendship of Books, will be read with interest. 
In the Preface, the editor of the volume, Mr. T. 
Hughes, has warmly defended the deceased theo- 
logian from the charges usually brought against 
him. 

NowHeEreE, perhaps, have those charges been 
more unfairly urged by a clever man, than in Mr. 
Leslie Stephen’s Essays on Freethinking and Plain 
Speaking, a reprint from various periodicals. The 
‘Bad Five Minutes in the Alps,’ being a fiction, 
has no value; and the paper on Warburton is 
very inferior to an article which appeared in the 
National Review many years ago. That on Shaftes- 
bury is better, but Dr. Spicker is over-praised. 
In the most happy of these essays, the thought 





which lies at the bottom of the whole of them is 
ably put. Yet, after all, Strauss has said the 
same thing still better. Messrs. Longmans are 
Mr. Stephen’s publishers. 

ANOTHER re-issue from periodicals is Master- 
Spirits, by Mr. R. Buchanan, which we are told 
“may be accepted as mere desultory notes on 
literary subjects of permanent interest, by one 
whose real work lies in another field.” Mr. 
Buchanan has included in his reprints some 
articles from the Atheneum, but has not had the 
courtesy to ask permission to do so. We presume 
he reserves his politeness for his “real work.” 
Messrs. H. 8. King & Co. are his publishers. 


Tue author of ‘A Dominican Artist’ still con- 
tinues to publish at the rate of a volume per 
year. Her new book, The Revival of Priestly 
Life in the Seventeenth Century in France, which 
comes to us from Messrs. Rivingtons, and two 
volumes sent us by Mr. Hayes, The Life of S. 
Vincent de Paul, and The Life of S. Elizabeth 
of Hungary, both by Mr. ‘C. Jones, may be 
mentioned together, as they address the same 
class of readers. But we greatly prefer the 
first, as, if we must have gushing narratives 
of this sort, they are much more endurable when 
they proceed from an educated person than when 
they proceed from an uneducated one. Still the 
author does not write as well as she did. Her 
first books were better. 

Tue Life of Archbishop Spalding, which has 
been sent us by Messrs. Burns, Oates & Co., is 
another of those big biographies which are manu- 
factured in such numbers on the other side of the 
Atlantic. Had the author, Mr. J. L. Spalding, 
been contented with filling half the space, the 
book might have been interesting. 


WE have received from Messrs. Marcus Ward 
& Co. a box of pretty Christmas Stationery, com- 
prising illuminated almanacks, picture-cards bril- 
liantly printed in colours, with religious verses 
attached, besides other cards which bear illumina- 
tions of humorous scenes resplendent in gold and 
colours, and note-paper and envelopes, with 
vignettes and embossing. Nearly all these things 
are pretty, and some are charming in their way. 
Also a Card Calendar, designed by Mr. Walter 
Crane, with illuminations designed with great spirit 
and considerable beauty. 


Messrs. De La Rur’s pocket-books and diaries 
are, as usual, remarkable for elegance and good 
taste. Indeed, we do not see how they could be 
improved. Those sent us by Messrs. Letts are 
also deserving of much praise. They are exceed- 
ingly well adapted for use. 


Tue British Almanac for 1874 (Stationers’ Com- 
pany) is as usual, clear and compact in arrangement. 
We are surprised not to find in the Companion to 
the Almanac an article devoted to Mr. Charles 
Knight. The omission is in bad taste. The com- 
pany also send us Wills’s Complete Clerical 
Almanac, and Gilbert’s Clergyman’s Almanac, 
for 1874. They are cheap, handy, and full of 
information. — Eason’s Almanac and Companion 
for Ireland, for 1874 (Dublin, Smith & Son), 
at a shilling, and Osborne's Midland Coun- 
ties Farmer's Almanac, for 1874 (Birmingham, 
Osborne), at sixpence, are also worth the 
prices asked for them. Mr. Eason’s compilation 
is particularly creditable to him, and for a first 
number wonderfully complete. — The Catholic 
Family Almanac, for 1874 (Burns, Oates & Co.), 
is calculated to suit the public for which it is 
intended.—_Some of the woodcuts in Punch’s 
Pocket-Book, for 1874 (Punch Office), are capital, 
but we do not much admire the frontispiece. The 
information in the first part is well put together. 
—Fulcher’s Ladies’ Memorandum Book (Sudbury, 
Pratt) retains the features which have so long 
secured it a public. 

In the midst of all the perturbations of a French 
political life, the Deputy for Seine-et-Oise can yet 
find time for those literary pursuits which gave 
him his first distinction. M. Edmond Scherer, 
who is at once a valuable member of the Left 





Centre in the Assembly, and the editor of 
Le Temps, has just collected a fourth series of 
Etudes sur la Lattérature Contemporaine (Michel 
Lévy). These studies range over a wide field 
from Guizot to Dumas, from Victor Cousin to 
Baudelaire. Somewhat slight as some of them 
may be, they all give token of a master’s hand, 
Subtlety of thought, grace of style, and power 
of sympathy are shown in every criticism. The 
studies which have interested us the most are 
those on Ste.-Beuve and on M. Renan ; and M, 
Renan again we seem to see in the delightful 
sketch called ‘Inter Pocula,’ where a party of 
friends dining together discuss the merits of science 
and of poetry, and Raymond (historien de premier 
ordre, esprit vive, causeur intrépide) is among 
them, starting paradoxes for the pleasure in 
running them fairly down. It would be difficult 
to get a clearer glimpse of the best French litera- 
ture of the last few years than in this charmin 
little volume, and we can gladly commend it to 
our readers,

I am surprised Mr. Edmonds does not see that 
he is forcing three coincidences out of two. We 
have “ W. H.” of the Southwell Dedication, and 
G. Eld, its printer; we have “Mr. W. H.” of the 
Dedication of Shakespeare’s Sonnets, and G. Eld, 
its printer. What else? Mr. Edmonds says, “I 
venture to think that the habit of collecting ‘the 
floating manuscript poetry then common,’ con- 
spicuous in the ‘W. H. of Southwell’s work, and 
in the ‘W. H.’ of Shakespeare’s Sonnets,” &c. 
Well, for my part, I cannot find any allusion to 
such a habit in the Southwell Dedication; nay, 
I see that mention is made of the very reverse ; 
viz., that “ W. H.,” so far from being a publisher's 
procurer, was the accidental recipient of the 
“copy”! He tells us that Southwell’s meditations 
“had never seene the light, had not a meere acci- 
dent convayed them to [his] hands.” If this means 
anything, it means that “ W. H.” was not the 
“begetter” of the poem; no more, in fact, than a 
baby is the begetter of its mother’s milk.

After reading the dedication of Southwell’s 
book as now published in full by Mr. Edmonds, 
I do not think that any Shakespearean, eminent 
or otherwise, will ever seriously contend that 
Master Saunders’s friend is likely to have been 
the subject of Shakespeare’s Sonnets. Mr. 
Edmonds’s argument, therefore, depends entirely 
upon a particular meaning to be attached to the 
word “begetter,” and this matter has been so 
frequently debated, and the objections to the 
view taken by your Correspondent must be so 
familiar to all who are likely to take any interest 
in the question, that I shall not attempt to discuss 
the merely philological point in your columns, 

Chalmers’s bold proposal to put the cart 
before the horse, by transforming “ tter” into 
“bringer forth,” was a necessity of his position as 
proprietor of the insane theory that the Sonnets 
were addressed by Shakespeare to Queen Elizabeth, 
in her masculine capacity as Queen Regnant. No 
one has yet been able to produce a single instance 
of such a use of the word, and I presume to say 
that no one ever will. But waiving all considera- 
tions of grammar, and giving Thorpe every licence 
to mangle the English language, let us make it a 
question of probabilities. A writes a series of 
poems of the most private character in praise and 
blame of his friend B, and for the sake of argu- 
ment, although there is not the slightest evidence 
of a middle-man in the case, I will assume that 
C “brings forth,” or obtains, the poems to be 


published by, and for the benefit of, D. In the 





ordinary sense of the words “onlie begetter” 
must apply to B, who was clearly the cause of his 
friend’s conceptions; but in tenderness to Thorpe’s 
supposed “humorous disposition” and other 
weaknesses, let the question be, Who is it pro- 
bable that D would be most anxious to conciliate 
by a flattering dedication, the middle-man C, or 
the subject B, whose most private life he is 
exposing to the public, and whose displeasure he 
may well have wished to deprecate? Unless human 
nature has strangely changed since 1609, it is diffi- 
cult to believe that C would desire, or A and D 
confer, immortality upon this transaction. A little 
more than a century after Thorpe’s time, the pri- 
vate thoughts of another great poet were given to 
the world by another unscrupulous publisher; but 
when Curll printed Pope’s famous letters to Crom- 
well, he dedicated his book to Cromwell, not to 
Mrs. Thomas. 

And again, in regard to Thorpe’s wish of “ that 
eternitie promised by our everliving poet,” Which 
is the more probable supposition, that Thorpe 
referred to the well-known and very striking pro- 
mises of immortality occurring in the book 
which was the subject of his dedication, or to 
some very vague lines in ‘Love’s Labour’s Lost,’ 
paper eleven years before, and where, as far as 

can see, there is no promise of anything to any- 
body ? 

According to every recognized rule of English 
construction, this much tortured performance of 
Thorpe is simply a dedication to the person who 
was the cause of the Sonnets being written. I 
can see nothing humorous or difficult in the lan- 
guage. The word “begetter” was the only one 
which the phraseology of the time afforded Thorpe 
to denote the link between both series of Sonnets 
—to refer to one causer a number of poems which 
are obviously addressed to two persons of different 
sex ; and if he were writing to-day, I do not see 
that he could improve upon it.

M. VAMBERY’S TRAVELS. 
Moscow, Nov., 1873. 

My attention has been called to a letter from 
Bokhard, lately published in the Atheneum, 
throwing doubts on certain points in M. Vam- 
béry’s narrative, and even hinting that the latter 
was not in Central Asia at all. Feeling that a 
matter of so much importance to the literary 
world ought to be sifted out, and that it is not 
one which can be settled in a couple of letters, I 
consider it a duty to point out the inaccuracies in 
M. Vambéry’s account of Samarcand, though in so 
doing I may say that I am perfectly conscious of 
all the difficulties M. Vambéry laboured under, 
and was well inclined, if possible, to overlook a 
few or even many mistakes which, under such cir- 
cumstances, it would be possible to make, or rather 
impossible to avoid. I feel that it is more or less 
humiliating for a traveller who has every oppor- 
tunity of using rule and pencil, of lounging here and 
observing there at his ease, to pick holes in the work 
of a man who worked under such disadvantages 
as M. Vambéry. But the accumulation of such 
mistakes may be carried too far, and the mistakes 
may be of a kind which it would be impossible 
for a man who had once been on the spot to make, 
even allowing any margin for want of notes and 
forgetfulness ; bom | it is to such mistakes, in them- 
selves trifling, but in the aggregate important, that 
I would call attention. 

M. Vambéry, in coming from Bokhard, sees on 
his left, from “certain heights,” an extent of forest, 
which he describes as full of Usbeg robbers, at war 
with Bokhara, and unattackable in the recesses of 
these said forests. Now, on the left of the Bok- 
harian road, coming through Katty-Kurgan, 2. ¢., 
on the right from Samarcand, is the valley of the 
Zarafshan, thickly cultivated, and inhabited by the 

uietest and most peaceable of nts. ; 
dmbéry also describes himself as climbing with 
difficulty a high hill from which he gained a fine 
view of Samarcand ; whereas the road from Katty- 
Kurgan, along which I have walked many a time, 
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enters Samarcand from below; and neither from 
it nor from any point near it, can either a general 
view or a view of any of the monuments of the 
city be gained. The citadel again is described as 
being built on the summit of a hill, whereas it 
is everywhere on a level with the adjoining parts 
of the city, and is surrounded by no tombs or 
mosques, nor were any destroyed, when, during 
the two sieges, the houses in the neighbourhood of 
the fortress were pulled down. 

M. Vambéry says, “We entered through the 
gate of Bokhara”; he afterwards describes the 
Medresse Hanym as being near the gate of 
Bokhard, which fixes this gate as being the one 
near Hanym, and not far from Shah-Zinde. If 
M. Vambéry entered Samarcand from Katty- 
Kurgan by this gate, he performed a feat in 
emulation of which a traveller coming from Edin- 
burgh might enter London by the Brighton road. 

In the description of Timour’s grave, the only 
one in which he enters into details, he makes many 
small mistakes. Timour’s wives are not buried 
near him, but in another chapel, of which M. Vam- 
béry does not speak. The staircase leading to the 
crypt is a very short one, and the crypt in no way 
resembles the upper chapel in proportions or de- 
corations. 

On the point of the Koktash I would not lay 
great stress, though I must support Mr. Schuyler 
in what he says as to its length. A person mea- 
suring by eye might easily be deceived, though 
if M. Vambéry went near it, it seems curious that 
he should call it 44 ft. high, when it hardly comes 
up to the mid-leg; and his not mentioning that 
its colour is yellowish-grey, while its name means 
green, is also remarkable. 

In general matters, for instance, whether or not 
it is a fact that all M. Vambéry’s pictures of life 
in Bokhara and Samarcand are drawn from Khivan 
life, M. Vambéry can answer quite justly that 
these are matters of opinion, and that one has as 
much right to his opinion as another; but such 
inaccuracies as I have touched upon—and there 
are many of them—cannot be looked upon in this 
light. 

As to the philological question, I know nothing, 
nor was it necessary to touch it in order to clear 
up the more important one. Mr. Vambéry’s phi- 
lological works may be most valuable, but no 
amount of evidence on this point will alter the 
main question, which is one on which so few 

ople have a right to speak, that it is hardly 
ikely to be proved or disproved in a moment, 
and must be left to the slow elucidation of time, 
which can alone show the truth. At present it 
will probably remain a question of affirmation 
on one side, and denial on the other. I have 
written what I can about Samarcand ; let others, 
better capable than myself, come forward and 
speak about Bokhardé and Khiva ; if this be done, 
light must at length be made.

If the pur- 
chaser of this costly ‘Imperial Dictionary’ shows 
it to any one conversant with such matters, he will 
learn that he has bought, not an English dictionary 
at the level of modern knowledge, but what is sub- 
stantially a wee from the old plates of a dic- 
tionary published by them more than twenty years 
ago (1850), and which was even then altogether 
behind the time. 





Messrs. Blackie may be angry with me for 
bringing these things to public notice, but I now 
propose to constitute them their own judges in 
the matter, not by what they say, indeed, but by 
what they will do. When it comes to bringing 
out a new edition of the ‘Imperial Dictionary,’ or 
the ‘Student’s Dictionary, we shall see whether 
they will venture to republish either without 
thorough revision, or whether they will place them 
in the hands of an editor acquainted with the 
elementary principles of modern philology. As 
Messrs. Blackie & Son will thus have the oppor- 
tunity of showing whether they really think the 
Quarterly Review has been unjust in condemning 
their etymologies, I need not exchange any more 
letters with them.

NOTES FROM NAPLES. 
Naples, Dec. 2, 1873. 

We shall by no means have so musical a season 
this year as usual—the traditional customs and the 
devotion of the people will be sadly interrupted, 
for there are no “ Zampognari” in Naples. They 
came in three hundred strong from the Basilicata 
and the Abruzzi, and had begun to tune their pipes 
before the sacred images of the Madonna, when 
in one fell swoop the police came down upon 
them, and sent them back to their homes as quickly 
as steam could carry them. Fear of diffusing the 
cholera was the cause assigned it, but without 
discussing the reasonableness of the act, suffice 
it to say, that the street music of the season is 
silenced. We are to have San Carlo, however ; 
the grim spectre which has appalled us is fading 
into dimness, and people are longing for a little 
allegria. The Teatro Massimo, it is thought, 
will not prove a bad speculation, since the sani- 
tary state of the city is improving, and so Mu- 
sella has been accepted again as entrepreneur. 
He has kept together his band of dancers and 


| singers, in the hopes of a change in the tide of 


fortune, and San Carlo will be opened about the 
end of the year. La Krauss, who is a great 
favourite here, has arrived, and others will follow, 
but as Musella was late in the market, many 
celebrities cannot be expected. Financial difficul- 
ties, as well as the cholera, were obstacles to any 
arrangement ; but the latter is disappearing, and 
the former have been surmounted by a people 
more remarkable for gaieté du ccur than for pru- 
dence. The usual grant from the Municipal Funds 
has been 250,000 fr., but Signor Musella said it 
could not be done for the money, and demanded 
300,000 fr., so the larger sum has been granted. 
It is true that the Municipality is over head-and- 
ears in debt, and knows not how to extricate 
itself; that there is intense misery amongst thou- 
sands who live in the vilest and foulest places, 
which require the aid of the engineer and the 
mason, still more of the sapper and miner ; yet the 
Neapolitans must have their opera, and so twenty- 
eight out of fifty-four of our Town Councillors have 
closed their eyes and ears to the filth and misery 
about them, and voted 300,000 fr. to San Carlo. 
Vive la Bagatelle! To-day all the municipal schools 
are tobe re-opened. Theyshould have been so on the 
2nd of November, after the long vacation, but as a 
measure of precaution they were suspended till to- 
day. A Report drawn up by a Municipal Commis- 
sion gives a sad account of their schools, which have 
attracted much attention and awakened many 
bright hopes. The rooms are represented in several 
cases to be small, dark, and dirty, and deficient 
in those arrangements which common decency 
requires. The system of education pursued, if it 
can be called a system, is almost at the caprice of 
the masters, who do not adhere to the regulations 
laid down. As a consequence, the attendance is 
small, and a population needing the elevating in- 
fluences of instruction more than the inhabitants 
of any other part of Italy, are imperfectly pro- 
vided with the first elements of education. The 
Report has taken many by surprise, for much has 
been said of the Neapolitan school, as also of the 
efforts which have been made to form them ; and, 
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indeed, it is only truth to say that those efforts 
have been great, but there has been an utter want 
of careful superintendence. It is to be hoped, now 
that so courageous and faithful an exposure has 
been made, considerable reforms may be effected,

Literary Cussip.

Mr. FurRNIVALL has now found the name 
of Chaucer’s mother, or, at least, his father's 
wife, in 1354 (when Chaucer would be about 
fourteen) and 1369; it was Agnes. She and 
her husband are thus described in 1369, ina 
grant of an annuity by them, out of the lands 
that had descended to Mrs. Chaucer from her 
uncle; “ego Johannes Chaucer, Ciuis e 
Vinetartus Ciuitatés Londonie, & Agnes 
Vxor mea, consanguinea & Heres Hamonis 
de Copton, quondam Ciuis & Monetarius 
Ciuitates predicte.” The old moneyer’s 
property lay chiefly in Aldgate. His niece 
and heiress, with her husband John, sold part 
of it, in 1354, to Dr. Simon de Plage, who 
again sold it in the following year. There is 
a purchase deed of the poet’s grandfather, 
Richard Chaucer, vintner, on the Hustings 
Rolls, besides Richard’s will. The Records 
of the Vintners’ Company were almost all 
lost or destroyed in the fire of London. 
The earliest account-book they now have 
is of the year 1522, and the earliest 
court-book, 1608. They have some old deeds, 
only one packet of which has been examined 
of recent years, by the late Mr. John Gough 
Nichols, and he found the name of Chaucer's 
father John as one of the witnesses to one of 
the deeds. What the other packet may con- 
tain does not seem likely to be soon disclosed. 
At the Custom House, in the old representa- 
tive of which Chaucer worked, the most ancient 
MS. book belongs to 1688. Mr. Chester, of 
the Custom House, has obligingly helped 
Mr. Furnivall in his inquiries. 


Mr. Hype CuarKE writes that the only 
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linguistic aid supplied by the War Department 
to the forees sent to the Gold Coast consists of 
a few copies of an old vocabulary of Houssa. 
There is a smaller-sized but fuller book, called 
the African Vocabulary, prepared for the Niger 
expedition by the late Edwin Norris, which 
contains, in eight columns, Houssa; Eboe ; 
Ako, Eyo and Yarriba; Fulah; Mandingo ; 
Bambarra; Fanti and Ashantee and Wolof. 
There is also a short vocabulary of thirty-one 
languages, including Kossa, Kru, &c.; and one 
of Nufi. The Houssa vocabulary might have 
been extended by MSS. additions, under the 
direction of the Rev. J. F. Schon, or some 
competent authority. Mr. Clarke remarks 
that these languages are of scientific interest, 
because they are connected with the Kolarian 
of India and the Basque of Spain, the Bam- 
parra being near the latter, and the Houssa 
near the Kol languages. 

Mr. Witt1AM Dopgson, of Preston, has for 
some time been engaged in the preparation of 
a second series of his ‘Rambles by the Ribble,’ 
which is now nearly ready for the press. 

A LARGE number of manuscripts of Herder 
have recently been purchased by the Royal 
Library at Berlin. 

THE Prussian Minister of Public Worship, 
Dr. Falk, has extended till June next, the time 
during which the Early English Text Society 
may keep the Gottingen University manuscript 
of the ‘Cursor Mundi.’ The Society found it 
impossible to print by the period first fixed, 
December, the four manuscripts of this im- 
portant Early English poem, which it has 
now in the press, in parallel columns, under 
Dr. R. Morris’s editorship, and the Prussian 
Minister has, therefore, kindly allowed further 
time for the work. Even now only 2,500 
lines are printed, out of some 30,000. Mr. 
Henry Cromie, of Cheltenham, is making an 
index of the rhymes in the oldest of the four 
MSS., the Cotton, as the work proceeds. 

LATELY at a sale of autographs in Paris, a 
letter, in Latin, of the Girondin Louvet, the 
author of ‘Faublas,’ fetched 3lfr. It con- 
tains, among others, the following passage :— 
“Robespierre fait des discours 4 son image ; 
tout cela est tiré 4 quatre épingles ; mais aprés 
tout, son cousin Damiens lui dirait, il vaut 
mieux ¢tre tiré & quatre épingles qu’A quatre 
chevaux.” Louvet was mistaken in thinking 
that Damiens, the would-be murderer of 
Louis the Fifteenth, was a relation of the 
Robespierre family. ~

A LiTeRARY Society has been formed at 
Lima, one purpose of which is to collect a 
museum of Peruvian antiquities.

SCIENCE SCHOOL BOOKS. 
Physical Geography. By Arnold Guyot. (Low & 
Co.) 


THE purpose of this book is to furnish to pupils 
of the higher grades in our schools and science- 
classes a general outline of physical geography, 
“which, by its simplicity and conciseness, would 
be suited both to the amount of general informa- 
tion they are expected to possess and the limited 
time available for this study in the school course.” 
A careful examination of the work must satisfy 
anyone that the author has succeeded admirably 
in carrying out his designs, and that he has pro- 
duced a text-book which cannot fail to be exceed- 
ingly useful to the intelligent student who is 
working up for one of the examinations which are 
now the rule. We are not convinced that 
there is any real advantage in the educational 
system, to be gained from the numerous efforts 
which are unremittingly being made to reader 
the acquirement of knowledge as easy as pos- 
sible: knowledge thus acquired being essentially 
superficial. Text-book after text-book comes be- 
fore us, in which attempts are made to give the 
young student, easily, such facts as will enable 
him, by a mere effort of memory, to answer the 
questions of the examiner—there being little or 
nothing left upon which thought can be exercised, 
and by which the mental powers can be strength- 
ened. The foundation thus formed is one of sand, 
and it invariably fails when the superstructure is 
weighted with any real demand upon its powers. 
“A text-book,” says M. Guyot, “can be but little 
more than a skeleton designed to give solidity, 
and to put order and method in the structure to 
be erected.” We doubt much if even this text- 
book, excellent as we consider it to be, can be 
depended on as a means for cultivating those most 
beneficial of all acquirements, order and method. 
The author himself evidently doubts it, for he says 
“to the intelligent teacher belongs the privilege of 
clothing these dry bones with forms of life and 
beauty,” and he then refers both teacher and pupil 
to “the analyses placed at the end of the sections.” 
These “analyses” are ably, and thoughtfully con- 
structed, and if any student seriously endeavours 
to familiarize himself with the order and method 
shown in them, and to answer each of the ques- 
tions given, which can only be accomplished by 
extensive reading, not to be found in the book 
before us, he will have performed that mental 
process “without which” M. Guyot admits “a real 
acquisition of knowledge is simply impossible.” 
The author of this ‘Physical Geography’ has pre- 
pared a series of geographical text-books for our 
public schools; this volume closes that series. 
He informs us that the method on which they are 
based has received the full indorsement of the 
best educators. He hopes that his method of 
instruction is more rational than “that of mechani- 
cal memorizing,” against which we have used our 
pen, and which M. Guyot admits “is still the bane 
of too many of our schools, and the strongest 
barrier to all progress.” We have already ex- 
pressed our fear that yielding to the pressure 
of the times, when all knowledge is tested. by 
competitive examination, our author has himself 
catered for the memory of the pupil, and trusted 
to the chances of his finding “the intelligent 
teacher” whoshall lead him by gradualand sure steps 
to those mental processes upon which true know- 
ledge depends. After those remarks, which are 
directed against a system,—unfortunately now pre- 
vailing, greatly to the retardation of the advance 
of real knowledge,—rather than the author of this 
volume, we are bound to repeat our good opinion 
of it, and to add that the woodcut illustrations 
are numerous and, generally, carefully executed; 
while the maps which are given in illustration of 
the great physical phenomena have been prepared 
with considerable care, and we believe they em- 
body the more important results obtained to the 
present day in this domain of scientific inquiry. 





An Elementary Treatise on Series, By M. Longfield. 
(Dublin, Hodges & Co.) 

A NuMBER of propositions with respect to the 
summation of series and interpolation are here 
lucidly brought forward. The collection, however, 
is not sufficiently large to make the treatise in any 
way exhaustive or valuable as a book of reference ; 
while, on the other hand, the propositions are, to 
a considerable extent, of such a nature as probably 
not to be easily intelligible, except to those who 
have the L agruary | of meeting them in other 
treatises. The first four chapters are devoted to 
—_ algebraical series. Chapters v. and v1. treat 
of the application of the method of finite differences 
and generating functions. In chapter vu. the 
differential calculus is applied to the summation of 
series, and the volume concludes with three 
chapters on some trigonometrical developments, 
permutations and combinations, and the binomial 
theorem.

Arcumo.ocicaL Institute. — Dec. 5.—Sir J. 
Maclean in the chair.—The Rev. W. J. Loftie read 
some “ Notes” upon a picture exhibited by him, 
which had formerly been in the Chapel Royal, 
Savoy, and on the epitaph-of Bishop Halsey in the 
same place. The picture was probably one of the . 
three reported to exist “in the Master’s lodgings” 
when the place was visited by order of the Lord- 
Keeper in 1702. The terms of the epitaph were 
the subject of some discussion.—Mr. Knocker read, 
‘Supplementary Notes upon the “ Silver-Oar,” as 
illustrated by those belonging to Dover, and ex- 
hibited two of those objects, one being supposed to 
be much earlier than any previously exhibited, and 
the other being minute and inclosed in a small con- 
stable’s staff. He also brought the original letters 
patent of Queen Anne granting the office of water- 
bailiff to the Corporation of Dover.—Sir E. Smirke 
thought the “silver-oar” only a concomitant of 
the grant, the authority being independent of 
the emblem.—The Hon. Secretary read a memoir 
‘On an Intaglio, probably commemorating the 
Gothic victory of Aimilian, by Mr. C. W. King, 
M.A.—Mrs. B. Deane exhibited six pieces of ancient 
tapestry, probably of the Elizabethan period. — 
Mr. B. Smith brought a Florentine rapier of the 
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sixteenth century, the guard of which seemed 
formed to represent the ribs of a human skeleton,— 
Archdeacon Trollope sent a fragment of Roman 
re glass, found with other objects near 
Market Harborough, Leicester,—Dr. Keller, of 
Zurich, sent a part of an early MS., said to have 
been brought to St. Gall by an Irish monk in the 
Carlovingian period, and used asa cover to a much 
later ‘ Liber de Artibus’: it contains a benediction 
not found in the ‘ Pontificale Romanum.’ From 
the same contributor came a series of photographs 
of various objects found in the course of building 
works at Lucarno, chiefly vases, glass vessels, 
pater, and various utensils of the Roman period. 
—Mr. Hutchings brought some deeds and other 
objects, found in the course of repairs at the manor- 
house of Sandford Orcas, Somerset. The deeds 
were of the time of Edward the First and Third. 
The other objects were three small knives (appa- 
rently of the seventeenth century), a pair of scissors, 
two small pipe-bowls of early form, &c.—The Chair- 
man announced that, in accordance with the reso- 
lution of the meeting held in November, a protest 
had been forwarded by the Council of the Institute 
tothe Charity Commissioners, against the alterations 
proposed to be made at Bamburgh Castle, to adapt 
it as a convalescent home.—Messrs. Lambert exhi- 
bited the toilette service of silver belonging to 
a Hugh Berners, R.N., lately discovered in the 
cellars of the Bank of England, under circumstances 
that are now well known. It has the hall-mark of 
the year 1683, and is illustrative of some of the 
mysteries of State toilettes in bed-rooms, where 
persons of importance received company at their 
levée whilst dressing. 





ZooLoeicaL.— Dec, 2.—Dr. A. Giinther, V.P., in 
the chair—The Secretary read a Report on the 
additions made to the Menagerie during October 
and November, and called attention tot wo Sand Bad- 
gers (Meles ankuma) from Japan. He also remarked 
on a fine head of Alcelaphus tora, from Upper 
Nubia.—Mr. J. W. Clark remarked on the remains 
ofa Martin Cat from the Fens of Cambridgeshire.— 
Letters and papers were read: from Dr. J. Hector, 
‘On the completeSkeleton of Cnemiornis calcitrans, 
Owen, and its affinity to the Natatores,’—by Prof. 
Owen, containing a restoration of the skeleton of 
Cnemiornis calcitrans, Ow., with remarks on its 
affinities to the Lamellirostral group, and forming 
the twentieth part of his series of Memoirs on the 
Extinct Birds of the genus Dinornis and its Allies, 
—from Mr. W. H. Hudson, ‘On the Habits of the 
Pipit (Anthus correndera) of the Argentine Re- 
public,’—from Mr. A. G. Butler, ‘On the Species 
of the genus Protogonius,—from Dr. J. E. Gray, 
‘On the Skulls of some Seals from Japan, with 
Description of a new Species, proposed to be called 
Eumetopias clongata,—from Mr, H. Whitely, ‘On 
some Birds collected in Peru,’ being the seventh of 
the series of articles upon the subject,—from Mr. 
H. Whitely, containing additional notes on Hum- 
ming Birds collected in High Peru,—from Mr. R.

Entomo.ogicaL.— Dec. 1.—H. T. Stainton, Esq., 
V.P., in the chair.—Mr. F. N. Arber was elected a 
Member, and Mr. J. G. Marsh a Subscriber.—Mr. 
Bond exhibited a hybrid specimen between Clostera 
curtula and C. reclusa, partaking of the characters 
of both parents.—Mr. J. Weir exhibited specimens 
of a minute Hymenopterous insect (a species of 
Psen), which he had observed in large numbers in 
June last, on a pear-leaf, at Lewes. They had 
congregated together on the surface of the leaf 
like a swarm of bees, though it was not apparent 
what motive brought them together.—Mr. Dunning 
read extracts from a letter from New Zealand, 
stating that the red clover had been introduced 
into the colony, but that they had no humble bees 
to fertilize the plant. Also, that certain Lepido- 
pterous insects had been accidentally imported into 
the islands, but that the corresponding Ichneumon 
flies were wanted to keep down their numbers, 





Tt was suggested that the nests of humble bees 
might be imported when the bees were in a dor- 
mant condition, keeping them in that state (by 
means of ice) during the voyage.—Mr. Baly com- 
municated a supplementary paper ‘On the Lon- 
gicorn Beetles recently brought from Chontales, 
Nicaragua, by Mr. T. Belt.—Mr. W. H. Miskin 
communicated criticisms on Mr. Musters’s ‘ Cata- 
logue of the Described Species of Diurnal Lepi- 
doptera of Australia.’ 


CuEemicat.— Dee, 4.—Dr. Frankland, V.P., in 
the chair.— A paper, entitled ‘ Mineralogical 
Notices, by Prof. Story-Maskelyne and Dr. W. 
Flight, was read, treating of the composition of 
caledonite and lanarkite.— Mr. J. Williams ex- 
hibited some fine specimens of crystallized phos- 
phorous acid and metallic phosphites, and gave a 
short account of their re-actions.—Prof. Church 
made a communication to the Society on the com- 
position of the mineral Autunite.—Prof. L. Smith, 
of the United States, whilst describing a modifica- 
tion of the Bunsen gas-burner employed by him 
for heating the crucible in determinations of the 
alkalis in silicious minerals, gave a short sketch of 
the process he had devised for that purpose.—A 
gas-burner by Mr. Fletcher, of Warrington, was 
also exhibited. 





Microscoricat.— Dec. 3.—C. Brooke, Esq., 
President, in the chair.—A paper, in continuance 
of the one read at the November meeting, was 
read by the Secretary, ‘ On some further Researches 
into the Life History of the Monads,’ by the Rev. 
W. H. Dallinger and Dr. Drysdale, in which the 
complete process of fission was described in all its 
stages, and also the conjunction of two or more 
bodies, the whole course of internal division, and 
final rupture of the containing envelope and escape 
of minute free organisms. A further contribution 
was also promised upon the same subject, in which 
the effects of temperature upon the various forms 
examined would be detailed.—Mr. C. Stewart 
exhibited under the microscope a section of the 
leaf of Ficus elastica, showing cells containing 
cystoliths. The method of preparation and mount- 
ing was also described, and the nature and origin 
of these curious bodies were entered into at some 
length, Mr. Stewart inclining to the belief that 
they were rather deposits of a gum-like substance 
than actual concretions.—A short discussion fol- 
lowed, in which Messrs. Crisp, Shadbolt, Stewart, 
and the President took part. 





PuitoLocicat.—Dec. 5.—A. J. Ellis, Esq., 
President, in the chair.—The Rev. J. S. Lach 
Szyrina was elected a Member.—The Rev. I. 
Taylor read a paper ‘On Etruscan Numerals.’ He 
maintained that the long-sought key to the 
Etruscan language had at last been discovered. 
Two dice have been found in a tomb, having their 
faces marked with words instead of pips, as usual. 
These six words he examined in detail, and tried 
to show that they are identical with the first six 
digits in the Altaic branch of the Turanian family 
of speech. The key to the Etruscan language 
being found, it was easy to show that the grammar 
and vocabulary of the three thousand extant in- 
scriptions were also Altaic. The words denoting 
kindred, the pronouns, the verb substantive, the 
participles, and the declensions, corresponded 
closely to those of the Ostiaks, the Woguls, and 
the Tatar tribes on the Obi and Yenissei. Mr. 
Taylor added, that in his forthcoming book he 
should show that the Etruscan mythology was 
essentially the same as that of the Kalevala, the 
great Finnic epic.—Mr. H. Jenner read a short 
paper, by Mr. C. H. E. Carmichael, ‘On the recent 
Progress of Philological Studies in Italy,’

Science Gossip. 


Dr. Bexe has started on his expedition to 
Mount Sinai. “The Council of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society,” he writes, “have kindly favoured 
me with the loan of instruments necessary for use 
in my explorations. I am accompanied by Mr, 
John Milne, a young geologist of promise, who 
holds a scholarship at the School of Mines, and 
has just returned from visiting the volcanoes of 
Iceland, and who will assist me in ascertaining 
and describing the geological features of the 
volcanic region in which I place the Mountain of 
the Law.” Dr. Beke hopes his expedition may 
receive important assistance from the Viceroy of 
Egypt. The Khedive contributed largely to the 
researches of Dr. Schweinfurth, and he is now 
taking on himself the entire expense of the great 
expedition for exploring the Libyan Desert under 
Dr. Gerhard Rohlfs, the costly character of which 
may be imagined when we state that for its 
supply of water, to be carried on camels, 500 port- 
able iron tanks have been manufactured at Weimar, 
and sent out to Egypt, vid Trieste. 

An important letter on the subject of Aretic 
exploration, with enclosures, was addressed to the 
Prime Minister, by the President of the Geo- 
graphical Society, on Monday last, in which the 
weighty reasons for despatching an Arctic Expedi- 
tion were forcibly stated, and every objection was 
fully met. The necessity for an early decision is 
evident, because, if, contrary to expectation, the 
Government should, by refusal, render an expedi- 
tion unavoidable which would be without the 
advantage of naval discipline, there is no time to 
be lost. It is now well understood that an expedi- 
tion of some kind will be despatched next spring ; 
but the Ministers may incur a most serious re- 
sponsibility if its difficulties and risks are in- 
creased by any failure on their part to understand 
the wishes of the country. The most important 
enclosure to the President’s letter is the exhaustive 
memorandum on the scientific results of an Arctic 
Expedition, which we trust may soon be published. 

Ir is stated that the Directorship of the Astro- 
nomical Observatory of Arcetri, near Florence, 
vacant by the death of the lamented Prof. Donati, 
has been offered to Father Secchi (till recently at 
the head of the Observatory of the Collegio 
Romano at Rome), but refused by him from 
religious scruples as to serving under the Pope’s 
enemies. It appears that Prof. Donati did not 
die at Vienna, as erroneously reported at first, but 
immediately after his return to Florence. He 
first felt acutely ill of choleraic attack at Padua, 
but succeeded in completing his journey home, 
arriving there on the evening of September 19 ; 
soon afterwards the illness returned with increased 
violence, and he expired about one o’clock the 
following morning. He was born at Pisa in 1826, 
and was therefore about forty-seven years of age at 
the time of his death. 

Tue “creeping” of railroad rails, that is, @ 
peculiar movement of the rails, thought to be due 
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to the motion of the Earth, has been attracting 
much attention, and it has been found, whatever 
may be the cause, that the western rail of any line 
running north and south, “creeps” more freely 
than the eastern one. 

Ar the Séance of November 24, the Académie 
des Sciences nominated Prof. Williamson as 
Correspondent for the Chemical Section in the 
place of M. Berard, and M. Zinin was elected as 
Corresponding Member to replace Mr. Graham. 
The Secretary communicated to the Academy a 
letter addressed to him by M. A. Poéy, ‘Sur les 
Rapports entre les Taches Solaires et les Ouragans 
des Antilles, de Atlantique Nord, et de Océan 
Indien Sud.’ A large portion of this letter, and a 
table giving the supposed relation as shown by 
recorded observations from 1750 to 1873, are 
printed in the Comptes Rendus for November 24. 
This is followed by a letter from M. Marié Davy 
to M. Faye, ‘Observations & propos d'une Note 
récente de M. Reye sur les Analogies qui existent 
entre les Taches Solaires et les Tourbillons de 
notre Atmosphére,’—and a ‘Note sur les Cyclones 
Terrestres, et les Cyclones Solaires,’ by M. H. de 
Parville. 

Ix the Comptes Rendus for November 17, is a 
note by M. Chevreul on the ‘Action of Pure 
Water upon Various Metals, which indicates 
several points demanding careful consideration in 
our sanitary arrangements. M. Pasteur has also 
a memoir, ‘Etude sur la Bitre; Nouveau Procédé 
de Fabrication pour la rendre Inaltérable,’ con- 
taining the results of three years’ experimental 
examination. 

In the Archives des Sciences Physiques et Natu- 
relles, for November 15, M. Alph de Candolle has 
a paper, ‘Réflexions sur les Ouvrages Généraux 
de Botanique Descriptive,’ which is well worthy of 
attention. This journal has also a paper, by M. 
J. L. Soret, ‘Sur Quelques Phénoménes de Polari- 
zation par Diffusion de la Lumiere,’ giving some 
interesting results, 

Tuer usual Monthly Record from the Melbourne 
Observatory for April, produced under the super- 
intendence of the Government Astronomer, has 
been received.

ILLUSTRATED GIFT-BOOKS, 

Leonardo da Vinci and his Works, by Mrs. C. 
Heaton and Mr. C. Black, Illustrated (Mac- 
nillan), is a welcome book. If it contains nothing 
that is new, at least it brings together nearly ali 
that is worth knowing, and is already known 
about the great artist and man of science. Mrs. 
Heaton, with equal modesty and honesty, claims 
for herself no greater merit than belongs to a 
compiler, we may add a careful one; she has 
Wisely abstained from criticism, and suppressed 





those raptures which were anything but an orna- 
ment to her compilation on Albert Diirer’s life 
and works. She has not, however, discarded the 
gossiping tone which prevailed in her former 
production. Mr. Black’s essay on ‘Leonardo in 
Science and Literature,’ which forms a portion of 
this handsome volume, deserves a better place. 
It contains a lucid but not exhaustive account of 
his conclusions on the subject, but it leaves a 
great deal to be done even with the materials now 
in hand. The volume contains two essays by M. 
A. Houssaye, both well known ; an account of the 
MSS. of Leonardo, in which we recognize nothing 
new, catalogues of pictures and drawings, &c. 
The illustrations are of very unequal merits, even 
as photographs. Some of them are failures. The 
better examples are from Martinet’s engraving of 
the so-called Vierge au Fleur de Lys, in the Albani 
Palace, Rome, the well-known composition, which, 
beyond question, is not by Da Vinci, but per- 
haps by Beltraffio. Passavant ascribed it to 
Luini, or one of Da Vinci’s pupils, but it is much 
more like the work and manner of Beltraffio than 
that of any other of Leonardo’s scholars, whose 
productions have been, however insufliciently, 
identified. The catalogue of paintings here given, 
is almost a list of works of the school. It is not 
the less valuable on that account. A vastly 
greater knowledge than Mrs. Heaton possesses 
of the class of paintings would be required for 
an unchallengeable catalogue of Da Vinci's works. 
Other good photographs are from the old man’s 
head, in silver point and white, on blue paper, 
which is in the British Museum, and one or two 
more. 

Lake and Mountain Scenery from the Swiss 
Alps, with photographs, with a text by the Rev. 
T. G. Bonney (F. Bruckmann), comprises photo- 
graphs from pictures, doubtless painted for the 
purpose, which have been already published in 
Germany with anaccompanying text. The latter Mr. 
Bonney has taken for the staple of his literary ac- 
companiment to the illustrations, but he has added 
considerably to it from his personal recollections 
of travel. The photographs would certainly have 
been more valuable, if they had been taken 
direct from nature, instead of owing their exist- 
ences to duli and painty pictures by inferior 
artists. The letter-press is, of course, enthusiastic 
in tone, and it is rather dull, yet it may serve to 
recall once familiar scenery. 

The Bernese Oberland, Twelve Scenes among its 
Peaks and Lakes, by E. Walton, with a text by 
the Rev. T. G. Bonney. (W. M. Thompson.)—If 
Mr. E. Walton had been appointed prophet to the 
Alpine Club, with instructions to out-talk the rest 
of the members, he could not display more energy 
than his works evince, for they appear annually 
with showy chromolithographs, wide margins, 
good printing, and letter-press by Mr. Bonney. The 
chromolithographs are, as usual, effective and 
extremely taking to uneducated eyes. The volume 
is, in fact, a model “ drawing-room table-book” of 
the more costly kind. We have the Jung Frau in 
glaring white above a duly graduated region of 
mountains and “dramatic” skies. The other 
ordinary strong points of Alpine scenery of the 
most popular subjects are vividly, if not too 
vividly, represented. Mr. Bonney’s Introduction 
is a comprehensive sketch of the Oberland. The 
notices of the districts illustrated by the pictures 
are suited to the scenes, in respect to the incidents 
brought to view and the pictures themselves. 

L’ Espagne, par le Baron Ch. Davillier, Ilustrée 
de 309 Gravures dessinées sur bois par Gustave 
Doré (Hachette), is a portly quarto, beautifully 

rinted and richly illustrated, on superb paper. 

he author says that his old friend, M. Doré, 
negligently threw out the suggestion in which this 
big book originated between two puffs of his cigar. 
Lightly made as the suggestion was, it has resulted 
in an enormous labour, for even the author of the 
100,000 designs must have felt the additional 
task of preparing so many new sketches as those 
which have been characteristically and admirably 
engraved for this volume. The illustrations com- 
prise landscapes, sometimes enlivened with start- 





ling incidents & la M. Doré, figures of men, 
women, priests, children, &c., views of towns, 
fortifications, and the rest, fom Perpignan to 
Andalusia. The text is slight, Aer and a 
capital specimen of the literary class to which it 
belongs, and which is familiar to all readers of 
popular French “travels,” made brilliant with 
French sentiment and disquisitions on manners, 
customs, historical events in connexion with the sites 
in question, and, in its way, it is thoroughly read- 
able. We cannot do justice at length to its many 
merits. The woodcuts are the principal charm of the 
book, and they recall the best exercises of the sort 
which M. Doré has poured forth in astonishing 
numbers. M. Doréis at homein Spain, and after his 
fashion, does justice to materials which affected him 
with unusual force. It is needless to describe the 
pictures before us, they are such as our readers 
know by the thousand ; the architectural studies 
are the least excellent. Indeed, some of these have 
hardly any merit, but the sketches of picturesque 
ruins and half-ruined towns and fortifications, the 
wide landscapes of plains, the rugged ones of 
mountain scenery, the somewhat scratchy desigus 
of figures, and the like, are, with few exceptions, 
first rate examples of the artist’s ability. 

Prints. King Charles I. and the HEADS of 
the noble Earls, Lords, and others, who suffered for 
their Loyalty in the Rebellion and Civil Wars of 
Enewand. (Bickers & Son.)—This is a copy of 
Vertue’s collection of broadsides of Royalists’ heads, 
mostly after Van Dyck, fac-similed from the edi- 
tion of 1746. The volume, which is nicely re- 
produced, has the text and Clarendon’s “Cha- 
racters,” and may be acceptable to students as con- 
taining a serfes of memoranda of the original capital 
prints. To higher praise than this the publication 
is not entitled. 

A Midsummer Night's Dream, by William 
Shakespeare, with Illustrations by Alfred Fredericks 
(Same publishers), is a handsomely printed copy 
of the play, with numerous and generally beautiful 
designs. A large proportion of them are remark- 
able for a true perception of the spirit of the text, 
fer grace, spirited conception, poetical propriety, 
and delicacy of execution. We have never seen a 
better book of the kind, and rarely one which 
approached this volume in ability and feeling of 
the illustrator. It is about the best gift-book of 
the season. 

Chapters on Animals, by P. G. Hamerton 
(Seeley, Jackson & Halliday), has, we believe, 
already made its. appearance to a select circle of 
readers, and, therefore, need not detain us. The 
book comprises twenty capital, delicately executed 
etchings, by MM. J. Veyrassat and K. Bodmer. 
The letter-press is extremely good, being carefully 
written, enriched with the fruits of long-continued 
study of a somewhat lazy discursive kind, of the 
habits, or rather the humours of dogs, cats, horses, 
the bovines, pigs, birds, &c., and will be found 
worth reading by those who take delight in 
pleasant studies of pleasing and lively animal 
characteristics. There is a certain charm im- 
parted by the author to the most trivial of his 
observations, a charm which need not prevent a 
reader from going through the neat little volume 
before us at his leisure. 

The Unknown River, an Etcher’s Voyage of Dis- 
covery, by P. G. Hamerton (Same publishers), 
has also, we understand, appeared in separate 
chapters elsewhere; it contains many pretty 
though rather slight, etchings by the author. 
The subject is concerned with Mr. Hamerton’s 
voyage in a canoe on one of the French rivers, 
probably the Arroux, a tributary of the Loire, for 
the book contains an enthusiastic and _ highly 
picturesque description of Autun, the Roman city 
of bygone fame and rare beauty. We commend 
the writer's capital accounts of his joys and his 
troubles to the reader, with the assurance that 
they supply profitable and agreeable means for 
passing an hour or two. 

One of the best books of this class which the 
season has brought forth is Messrs..Low & Co.’s 
handsome volume, a re-issue of the French plates, 
styled The Gospel according to Saint John, with

large illustrations by M. Bida. This artist is 
honourably known in this country from numerous 
drawings and studies which the original managers 
of the French Exhibition brought together. M. Bida 
cannot be called a highly inspired designer, and 
we must not expect the exalted suggestiveness of 
poetic art from him. When we think of what 
Rembrandt would have made of such a subject as 
Nicodemus coming to Jesus, here illustrated, we 
wish M. Bida had not undertaken it; and when 
we remember what the great men have done with 
“ Lazarus, come forth !” we are compelled to admit 
that, although there is no deficiency of dramatic 
expressiveness in the design before us, it is not 
what we could wish. Neither is “The Good 
Shepherd,”—although conceived in a devotional 
mood, and at once graceful and severe in design, 
the execution lacks corresponding severity and 
purity,— worthy of the exquisite simplicity of the 
rude designs of the same subject from the catacombs, 
The dramatic element pervades M. Bida’s works, 
and even gives pathos to some of the landscapes ; 
but it is not often elevated enough for ordinary 
conceptions of the subject, ¢.g., here is St. John 
writing his Gospel, for all the world like an Alge- 
rine Arab, one of those who have been annexed to 
France, and who, when clad as Turcos, are so 
suspiciously like Parisians with their heads shaved. 
“Behold the Lamb of God” isa good Algerine 
landscape, with a sunny effect,—indeed, it is quite 
admirable in those respects ; there are figures in 
the foreground, one of whom bears a cross and does 
duty for the Baptist, while a very small figure of 
one approaching, may be intended for that of the 
Redeemer. The faces of Christ are not worthy of 
Him. On the other hand, there is much picturesque 
effect, and not a little real beauty of light and 
shade, charming keeping and good tone, in many 
of these works, ¢.g., “The Impotent Man”; but 
there is neither strength of purpose, invention, nor 
dramatic vigour in such designs as “The Woman 
taken in Adultery,” in which Christ is commonplace, 
the woman a futile person, and the men about Him 
are mere dolls, There is brilliancy, pomp, and rich- 
ness of effect in “Jesus entering Jerusalem”; but 
the design would do better if it represented the 
entry of a Turkish pasha into his capital after 
avictory. There is effect of tone and light and 
shade in “Jesus washes the Disciples’ Feet.” 
“Jesus appearing to Mary Magdalene” is a rich 
and beautifully executed Oriental landscape. 

The Women in Sacred History: a Series of 
Sketches drawn from Scriptural, Historical, and 
Legendary Sources, by H. B. Stowe ; illustrated. 
(Sa:ne publishers. )— Under a vulgarly showy cover 
of green, black, and gold, we have a text and 
chromolithographs, the one by a popular writer of 
the United States, the other said to be due to 
artists of fame,—such as Raphael, H. Vernet, Lan- 
delle (?), Koehler, Boulanger, &c. We hardly re- 
cognize even the roughest elements of the designs 
of these painters in the gaudy and garish daubs of 
pictures by which their reputations are insulted. 
The letter-press is hardly more commendable in 
taste than the prints are. Mrs. Stowe is not, of 
course, expected to do much for Biblical criticism, 
nor does the occasion justify us in demanding 
much, but her sentimentality is shallow and 
crude even to vulgarity. Indulging incessantly in 
metaphors, she writes like this of the old age of 
Abraham,—“ Forty years is yet early youth, by the 
slow old clock of the golden ages, when the thread 
of mortal life ran out to a hundred and seventy-five 
or eighty years.” The whining reflections on the 
sacred histories add an additional offence to the 
tawdriness of this book. 

The Religious Tract Society send us John 
Bunyan : an Autobiogaphy, with Illustrations by 
Mr. E. N. Downard.—With a hasty knife and 
half-averted eyes we cut Mr. Downard’s bad illus- 
trations out of this volume, and that done, put the 
expurgated text on our shelves, for it contains a 
complete reprint of Bunyan’s ‘Grace Abounding,’ 
with notes, and other handy matters concerning 
the preacher. . 





ART FOR CHILDREN. 

We have another large collection of pretty 
trifles on the table before us: some are for children 
of a larger growth, not men, but for intelligent, 
and, to a certain extent, cultivated young people ; 
others are for boys and girls; a greater number 
address an audience composed of very small people 
indeed. Of the first-named class, the prettiest is 
The Garland of the Year, illustrated with Chromo- 
graphs of Flowers, one for each month (Ward & 
Co.). This is a nice little volume, in a scarlet 
cover, nicely “got up,” and a good gift for a 
boy or girl of finer taste than usual, The 
twelve prints in colours imitate illuminations 
in MSS. of the sixteenth century, being natural- 
istic flowers on gold grounds, each flower illus- 
trating a’ month, and painted, with a good deal of 
tact and neatness, by Mr. Hulme. The text con- 
sists of well-chosen pieces of English verse, by 
various authors, such as Drayton, Wither, Words- 
worth, Charlotte Smith, Spenser, and others. 
The selection is creditable to the compiler’s taste, 
and comprises many gems, all of which are rich, 
while some of them are rare. 

The Little Flower Seekers ; being the Adventures 
of Trot and Daisy in a Wonderful Garden by 
Moonlight (Ward & Co.), by Rosa Mulholland, 
is a pretty story of two mountain-bred children, 
who, moved by curiosity and the tale of a travelling 
artist, descended from their home to a valley, 
where, near a village, they find an old-fashioned 
garden, the flowers of shrubs and fruit-trees in 
which tell pretty tales to the children, each its 
biography. The book will charm many a girl and 
boy. The chromographic illustrations are com- 
posed of capital pictures of flowers, brilliantly 
and richly coloured after nature, executed with a 
large amount of skill and taste. In themselves, 
and as works of art, these pictures are a great deal 
better than the gaudy and coarse designs of figures 
which we so often see in gift-books. 

The Children’s Voyage; or, a Trip in the Water 
Fairy, by Mrs. G. Cupples, illustrated (Ward 
& Co.), is tainted with that pest of books intended 
for children, the mawkish “ goodiness” which has 
done so much to make children hypocritical. There 
were two little children, one of whom was wicked 
enough to repine because he had had “ measles, 
to end in hooping (whooping ?) -cough,” and the 
little ones had a papa who was not quite good at 
first, but became a pattern on the admonitions of 
a Scotch nurse, who was very “ goody” indeed. 
Being Scotch, it seems natural that she should 
be “goody,” “goodiness” being, according to the 
cant which is current, the cardinal Scotch virtue. 
Well, to make the virtuous chorus complete, these 
goody infants and their nurse set sail in a yacht, 
and, incredible as it may seem, made for Berwick- 
upon-T weed, which is, as the author says, “ neither 
Scotch nor English, but a Royal Burgh by itself, 
belonging to what she called the ‘common good.’” 
Whatever this may mean, the place did not suffice 
to the voyagers, for they went northwards still, to 
Edinburgh ; a visit to the Highlands followed, 
and there we come in for a lecture on the virtues 
of Scotch collies; a little further on, “ Frank 
and Cicely were looking out of the window, 
when they saw a little boy draw a large eel out 
of the river that ran close by the hotel, which 
went wriggling about like a great serpent, even 
after his head had been cut off.” Why the 
little boy took the trouble to catch the eel, we 
donot know ; but, as Mrs. Cupples tells us, “ Scotch 
folk would scorn to eat” those fish, while “ in 
London they not only skin them alive, but pop 
them into the frying-pan,” we are led to infer 
that the young gentleman, reckless of the virtue of 
his country-folk, and aware of the eel-devouring 
proclivities of the English visitors, pulled the un- 
lucky fish out of the river, and, after a merciful de- 
capitation, purposed to sell him for the frying-pan 
of the cruel Southron. It may be the effect of 
; our English narrow-mindedness, but we cannot 
admire Scotch goodiness, 

Waiting for a Crown, illustrated (Seeley, Jack- 
son & Halliday), relates the history of the early 
| days of King David, and is accompanied by wood- 








cuts of no value. — Strawberry Bank, illustrated 
(same publishers), comprise a story of young folks 
and of a party who, having missionary connexions. 
went to India. It is possible that the people 
of this story are a little too good, but, unlike thoge 
in Mrs. Cupples’s book, they are not always think. 
ing of their own virtues, nor talking of the 
wickedness of others, neither do they whine in the 
“goody” fashion. The cuts- here are few and 
bad.—The same publishers send us Maggie's Mis. 
take: a School-Girl’s Story, with illustrations by 
Herr L. Frolich. The tale is a good thing in its 
way, which is not saying much; the cuts are 
trivial, more so than they should be.—The Life 
of a Bear, illustrated (same publishers), is a popu- 
lar, readable child’s story, such as the title sug. 
gests, and there are several tolerably good woodcuts 
by M. Larcon. 

Litile Laddie (same publishers and illustrator), 
belongs to a group of books designed for younger 
children than those who are addressed by the 
above-named works, The story is infantine enough, 
but the illustrations, when we look into them, are 
imbecile.—The Child's Coloured Scriptwre-Book ; 
The Child’s Coloured Gift-Book; Sunday Read- 
ing for Good Children, are published by Messrs, 
Routledge & Sons, and fairly enough fulfil the 
promises of their titles—Davie and Dot is an 
extremely childish, that is, very suitable book, 
with neat and occasionally pretty woodcuts, by 
M. E. Froment, of children’s sports, “ accidents,’ 
and other troubles.—Good Inttle Children is, like 
the last, published by Messrs. Seeley, Jackson & 
Halliday. The illustrations are the works of Herr 
L. Frolich, and decidedly inferior to those of its 
fellow volume. The text has been adapted from 
the French of Mr. P. J. Stahl, and is simple to 
childishness, which is not desirable. 








WINTER EXHIBITION OF THE INSTITUTE OF 
PAINTERS IN WATER COLOURS. 

Tuts collection of sketches and studies, as it is 
called,—although it is obvious that it contains 
hardly any studies, and that the sketches are 
generally as worthy of the name of pictures as the 
majority of their fellows in the summer exhibition, 
—is rather above the average of its forerunners in 
interest and merit ; that is to say, it shows a gene- 
rally improved level of taste and art, but the 
relative positions of the painters whose works it 
is our duty to praise, remain as nearly as possible 
as they were before. Mr. Hine still charms the 
student with his sunny and grey pictures of chalk 
downs and sea-coasts, and he has this year added 
a novelty or two to the ordinary range of. his 
productions. Mr. J. D. Linton does not exhibit. 
As the collection presents few salient articles, 
and as we have few novelties to record, it is de- 
sirable to consider what is here in the order of 
the pictures on the walls, grouping each artist’s 
works. 

If Mr. Jopling would refine his taste, and strive 
to paint like an accomplished artist, rather than 
in the style of an indifferent amateur, his pictures 
might be better worth looking at than they now 
are. The New Studio (No. 11) has suggestions of 
the possibility of tolerable colour, spoilt by flashy 
execution.— Mr. J.:Absolon’s Cottage, Swanage 
(13), a girl at a door, is not without pretty ele- 
ments, however much it may be in need of solid 
and artistic studies—Mr. Mogford’s On the West 
Coast of Scotland (17) is neither better nor worse 
than scores of former drawings by the same 
hand, except in the sky, which is much less man- 
nered than usual, Tantallan (40) is exactly what 
Mr. Mogford has painted twenty times before. 
On the Sandhills (61), although mannered in hand- 
ling, is enjoyable from the feeling for nature, dis- 
played in a broad way of painting sun-shadows of 
masses of reeds where they grow on the pale 
yellow and grey sand, at the border of the sea, 
with hot light on the water. The Fisher 
Lassies’ Toilet (76) is commonplace for Mr. Mog- 
ford, notwithstanding its sunniness and sparkling 
qualities.—A Sketch from Nature, near Cleeve, on 
the Thames (26), by Mr. E. H. Fahey, is the first 
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of a collection of capital pictures, conscientiously 
drawn and painted from nature, which are here. 
It is, like most of the others, a little hard, 
pat it is clear and brilliant, and distinguished 
in respect to aérial perspective. The subject shows 
a cottage on a river-bluff, under stark pine-boughs, 
with a vista of the curving stream ; the nicely 

inted foreground is commendable. Sketch from 
‘Nature—Cottage, Lewes, (111) follows the last- 
named picture, and is worthy of the same 
raise. Sketch from Nature, near Lewes} (174), 
a lofty chalk-hill and its quarries, very care- 
fully drawn, with rich colour, but rather blackish 
shadows. Sketch from Nature—On the Ouse, 
Lewes, (203) is a work of high promise. The 
yisitor should look at the other drawings by 
this artist.— Mr. J. Fahey has four highly 
characteristic drawings here, as to which, as they 
resent nothing of new interest, we must be 
satisfied with naming them. Beachy Head, from 
the Pier, Eastbourne (1),—A Stormy Day, East- 
hourne Beach (30),—Old Mill, Sussex (116),— 
The Duke's Hunting Tower, Chatsworth (248). 

Mr. J. G. Philp’s Tranquil Day, Coast of Corn- 
wall (28), @ sunny, grey effect, is a good but rather 
slight sketch of detached rocks, a coast, and calm 
summer seas—TZ'he Ogwen Valley (31), by Mr. 
E. M. Wimperis, is a broad picture, with sunlight 
sloping between hill tops to the flat valley. It is 
cleverly wrought, but recalls the tricks of showy 
drawing-masters.—Porta della Venetia (41), by 
Mr. Telbin, is scene-like, which is not the same 
thing as scenic, with effectively treated shadows 
of sunlight, and telling atmospheric effect of the 
showy kind. We often look at pictures like this 
and envy the painter his facility: a better artist 
would not be content with so little, but to the 
man who can do so much with so little effort, and 
be satisfied with aiming at nothing more, what 
happiness there must be in practising such 
art as this! Interior, Venice (118), by the same, 
is of a much higher class than the last ; it is 
scenic, a study of white in interior architecture, 
with a good deal of richness in the colour, and a 
capitally rendered effect of light and shade. Sta. 
Maria della Formio (221) is scenic and sunny.— 


F Mr. W. Small’s Little Bo-peep (44), showing the 


child shepherdess sleeping and seeing her sheep 
in dreams, is a little rough in execution, but other- 
wise it is capital, both in conception and colour. 

Windmills, Havre, (59) is one of Mr. Hine’s 
most poetical studies of nature. Stars are emerging 
in the deep, ashy blue sky, a dark purple evening 
band covers the horizon, grey mists gather and 
thicken on the land ; in this windmills stand ghost- 
like. It is a beautiful piece of effect, with subtly 
painted atmosphere, and possesses great delicacy 
andsolidity. On the Beach, Hastings, (63) is acharm- 
ing picture of a calm, in tender grey light. Creech- 
barrow, Wareham, (242) shows the noble hill, 
with a fine sense.of its grandeur, and a broad and 
powerful style of dealing with colour; the flat 
land in the foreground here is admirably painted. 
By the same artist we observe Study on Hayward’s 
Heath(51),—Durlstone Head (70),—and The Aggle- 
stone, Dorset (215), a most careful and beautiful 
drawing of a great detached rock, standing in 
herbage, in sunlight. The work is very solid, the 
colour rich and broad. 

A Fairy Overture (73), by Mr. H. Herkomer, is 
fantastically fanciful, yet not without considerable 
beauty and much invention: it represents fairies 
in various forms, mostly human and naked. There 
are other drawings here by this artist which will 
reward notice.—Several fine studies, or rather 
broadly-finished pictures, of ancient interiors, by 
the late Mr. MacKewan, attest his singular ability 
and great mastery of effect and colour. They 
are, principally, In the Library, Hardwick (75), 
Knole (77), and Cotehele (218).— The Warlock 
Knowe (93), by Mr. W. L. Leitch, is showy but 
fective. —Mr. G. G. Kilburne’s Normandy 
Shrimper (106), a girl standing, with a net, is a 
pretty and careful sketch. .A Salmon Pool (213), 
8 @ capital study of water passing boulders in a 
cascade ; a solidly painted piece of work. There 
ate other excellent examples here by the same. 





—Study of an Interior, Sussex (157), by Mr. H. 
Carter, is a good, modest, brownish specimen.— 
Herr Josef Israél’s Evening Sorrow (246), is one 
of the very few pathetic pictures here : a sorrow- 
ful woman sits at a window, watching the sun 
set ; the interior of the room is dark. This work 
is artistic; it is to be accepted as a sketch for 
a design.—Rannock Moor, Argyleshire (250), by 
Mr. T. Collier, is a broad and powerful sketch 
of a landscape at large ; the sky is admirable so 
far as it goes.—Mr. W. Small’s Highland Home 
(295) escaped us before, but it is one of the best 
pictures here, giving a view over a wide and level 
waste, just before sunset, with a birch and another 
tree a little within the front, a cottage near: a 
capital piece of rich, yet delicate colouring.

Sound and Music, &c. By Sedley Taylor, 

M.A. (Macmillan & Co.) 

THE “unknown principle of music” has long 
engaged the attention of our savants— Drs. 
Wallis, Holder, Robert Smith, and Brooke 
Taylor, in past times; Drs. Young, Whewell, 
Playfair, Herschel, Sir G. Airy, and Prof. Tyn- 
dall, in our own day ; and to these we may add 
the learned and accomplished editor of the 
book under review, which professes to be a 
‘“‘ Non-Mathematical Treatise on the Physical 
Constitution of Musical Soundsand Harmony.” 
The volume is dedicated to Sir W. Sterndale 
Bennett (the Principal) and to the Professors 
and Students of the Royal Academy of Music. 
Portions of the treatise, the author explains, 
have been delivered in lectures at the South 
Kensington Museum, the Royal Academy of 
Music, and elsewhere, his aim having been to 
place before persons unacquainted with mathe- 
matics a clear account of the theory of sound, 
as constituting the physical basis of the art of 
music. 

When it is considered that the octave can 
be infinitely divided, that the old Indian 
systems include no less than eighty-four 
modes, that any single tone is complex, and 
that a bell tone or a key tone is a totality of 
all tones, it is not difficult to imagine that 
the relations of tone and tones is a fine subject 
for figures, sums and differences. A musical 
sound is air alive—in pulses, in orderly 
motions ; and in these motions nature is at 
first simple, and therefore intelligible ; after- 
wards infinite, and therefore mysterious and 
unfathomable. In a tone, other tones are 
said to be superposed one upon another, so 
that a single tone is, in fact, a series of tones; 
and thus in a chord of three or more tones 
there are accidents and conditions which give 
rise to manifold relations, and involve a maze 
of perplexing inquiries. 

No mathematician has, as yet, been tho- 
roughly satisfied with his lucubrations. The 
German authority on tones, Prof. Helmholtz, 
in his great work, ‘Die Lehre von den 
Tonempfindungen,’ expresses his doubts, and 
Mr. Sedley Taylor, his editor, tells the mu- 
sical student that “his perception of what 
is beautiful must mainly direct him in the 
employment of his materials; to bind him- 
self to rules planned on scientific principles 
would be a serious error.” Science must 
be abandoned for “the higher and more 
spiritual weapons of his warfare,” in order not 
to fetter a composer's freedom (p. 219). 
After this, it is clear the parapets at the sides 
of the bridge of musical science are not high 
enough, nor sufficiently secure, so as to prevent 
the mazed musician falling into the depths 
below, and meeting a watery grave. What 
we wonder would be the verdict of twelve 
p+q+r-+s philosophers over the body of a too 
confiding composer? Prof. De Morgan would 
have said, “Served him right; why did he 
not content himself with his ‘temperament’?” ; 
Dr. Playfair, “accidentally drowned from 
wandering out of ‘the organic series’”; and 
Dr. Whewell, “died from the inherent imper- 
fections in the musical scale.” Mr. Sedley 
Taylor could truly say, “I am guiltless—I 
gave him warning.” 

Mr. Taylor more particularly addresses 
professors of music when he treats upon the 
harmony of tones, concord and discord, and 
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quality of tone. He ignores ‘“ temperament,” 


and his whole system is founded on the law | 


of harmonics, a law which if followed to any 
extent, being in itself infinite, surpasses 
human calculation. The clang-tone of St. 
Paul’s bell, or the “ Big Ben” at Westminster 
is the outcry of a numerous family of tones at 
the sound of the father’s voice ; and ifany one 
will lay himself down under the great tenor 
bell of Bow Church in Cheapside when it is 
rung, he will know what is meant by a “ com- 
plex tone” and the “series of harmonics.” But 
this series is useless to the musician. What 
he wants is the limit to that which is un- 
limited—the limit of agreements, the limit of 
disagreements, and the different conditions of 
his circle of sounds arising from an artificial 
system, and not that of nature. In other 
words, he wants to know the limit of harmony, 
the presence of discord, and the effect of a 
temperament. Where, how, and when does 
Mr. Taylor demonstrate the limit of consonance? 
Is the seventh (6:7) consonant? The organ- 
builder will say it is, for he puts this tone 
into his harmonic mixture. Harmony is 
simply a question of consonance, and its laws 
govern all chords, key relations and removes. 
But musicians get beyond the limits of har- 
mony, and rely on the sensational principle— 
their feelings. The mathematician has not 
yet fathomed the affections. 

Herr Helmholtz professes to fix the maximum 
of dissonance. He accepts “the scale of 
civilized nations” and the harmonical con- 
sonant relations up to the sixth. ‘ Beats” 
are the accidents of dissonance, and the Helm- 
holtz maximum is 33 per second, which is true 
when the two sounds are of a certain pitch, 
but not otherwise Much might be written on 
his theory of consonance, but the subject is too 
large for this paper ; it is enough to say that he 
stands greatly indebted to our own country- 
men, and to Fourier and Dr. Young most 
of all. 
art music, and the composer is still at 
mercy of “effects.” Mr. Taylor’s work is a 
brief résumé of the bulky volume of Helm- 
holtz. It treats of the physical constitution of 
sounds, the accidents and effects of the scale, 
intervals, and other combinations. The propo- 
sition is laid down “that the theory of sound 
constitutes the physical basis of art-music.” 
The chapter on sound, its motions and modes 
of transmission, is neatly put together, as are 
those on pitch and resonance. Mr. Taylor uses 
the new nomenclature of the present day ; this 
gives the gloss of novelty, and, possibly, allows

savants, But Herr Helmholtz is to be com- 
mended for reducing the application of the 
theorem to our simple principles. Still the 
theory is incomplete, for quality may arise 
from other sources than modes of vibration. 
Complex sounds have the same degree of con- 
sonance or of dissonance as the simple sounds, 
for the beats are always in synchronism with 
those of the simple sounds or with its con- 
cords—this principle affecting all calculations. 
Abstracting the new dress, the Helmholtz 
theory may almost be reduced to the old theory 
of coincidental motions. If so, where is the 
limit of consonance, and when are sounds 
dissonant ? 

Mr. Taylor has fallen into some few practical 
errors, such as the mode of the trumpet, reed, 
&c., and his advice to the professor is neither 
very new or very beneficial. If as a mathe- 
matician he will teach the professor the equa- 
tions of the scale so as to make him confident in 
his move, remove, and ground-plan of his work, 
he will confer a great benefit on musicians in 
this country, and simplify a mystery in vogue 
on the Continent.

Our remark referred to the abstemiousness shown 
in the importation of new works. The mn 
upon Bach, Beethoven, Haydn, Mozart, and Men- 
delssohn has been, naturally, prodigious ; on Spohr, 
Schubert, and Schumann the call has been much 
less. The advent of new artists is, therefore, we- 
come, and the catalogue of the Monday Popular 
Concerts has been already materially benefited, 
and may be benefited much more, especially if art 
considerations be permitted to predominate, and 
artistic exclusiveness be done away with. More at- 
tention should be paid to the technical remarks in 
the programmes. It is scarcely wise to inform the 
readers of the analysis of the chromatic fugue that 
the chord of the dominant is out of the key, for 
such is ignorant teaching. No dominant chord, 
simple or compound, can be out of the key. Nor 
can it be even chromatic in form, when it contains 
only sounds in the key. To remark on the dis 
sonant dominant that it is “ the unexpected appear 
ance of the discord of the flat ninth, belonging 
to another key,” is simply absurd, for how can this 
be, when it is on the fifth of the key, containing 
only sounds in the key, and is the concluding tone 
of the dominant pedal? “Unexpected” it cannot 
be, for it is a reply to the very same chord onD, 
the dominant of gc. Bach divides his theme, using 
its fifth and sixth bars, joined to an inversion of 
its eighth, as a new point. The effect is brilliant 
The analyst describes it as ‘‘ beginning upon a toni¢ 
pedal, and suddenly breaking off with a striking 


discord.” How so? Bach began with “the 
striking discord.” In a fugue every point has its 
answer. Winding up, Bach gives the answer 


which is quoted by the analyst. The answer is 
parallel on all points, but the explanation offered 
as to the “unexpected appearance” cited above 
is wrong, as the chord had been used before. The 
confused ideas of the analyst arise from his writing 
about the chord, and not the subject and answer. 
He does not see that the subject being too long to 
work closely, Bach is obliged to cut it into half, 
and then splice it together with the motivo of the 
eighth bar. ‘This gives the real life to the 
movement.

The singing 
of Miss Sterling, the new mezzo-soprano, who made 
such a successful début at the Covent Garden 
Promenade Concerts in the canzonetta, “Quando 
miro,” has shown that a new vocalist, with a sym- 
thetic voice and a good method, has been 
acquired for concerts and, perhaps, oratorios. 

Mr. John Boosey closed his season before 
Christmas on Wednesday, in St. James’s Hall, of 
the London Ballad Concerts. The singers were 
the London Vocal Union, Mesdames E. Wynne, 
Poyntz and Patey, Messrs. Sims Reeves, H. Guy, 
Pyatt, Walker and Santley. The solo instru- 
mentalists, Madame Carreno-Sauret, piano; M. 
Sauret, violin; with Messrs. Hatton and Meyer 
Lutz as conductors. 

Haydn’s ‘Creation’ was given by Mr. W. 
Carter's Choir in the Royal Albert Hall, on Thurs- 
day night, with Mesdames Lemmens and Julian, 
Messrs. V. Rigby and L. Thomas, as chief singers. 

Mendelssohn’s ‘ St. Paul’ was performed at the 
Stoke Newington Subscription Concerts on the 
lth inst., the solos by Mesdames E, Wynne and 
Poole, Messrs. E. Lloyd and Santley, with Mr. J. 
Matthews conductor, and Messrs. Bird and F. 
Meen, accompanists. 

The second concert of the Wagner Society, with 
Dr. Von Biilow and Mr. Dannreuther as con- 
ductors, took place last night (the 12th), in St. 
James’s Hall, too late for notice in this week’s 
issue. The selections were from the operas 
‘Rienzi,’ ‘Tannhauser, and ‘Lohengrin,’ besides 
Dr. Liszt’s symphonic poem, ‘ Tasso, and Dr. Von 
Biilow’s Imperial March from his incidental music 
to Shakspeare’s ‘ Julius Czesar.’ 

The programme of the concert in the Hanover 
Square Rooms, on Tuesday afternoon, by the

The leading solo singers, Misses Jessie Jones, 
Beasley, B. Francis, Nessie Goode, and G. Bolton, 
Messrs. H. Guy, D. Thomas, Wadmore, Aldersey, 
and Pope, have nearly all sung at public concerts.

Mr. Walter Macfarren was the conductor. The 
andante and menuetto, from a MS. symphony by 
Mr. J. H. Roberts, student, was able in form, if 
not striking in idea. 

Dr. Von Biilow’s programme for his fourth 
pianoforte recital, on the 10th inst, com- 
prised Schubert’s Sonata in a (one of his post- 
humous works); Herr Brahms’s Scherzo, Op. 4; 
Herr Rheinberger'’s ‘Trois Morceaux de Concert, 
Op. 5; three pieces by Chopin (his Notturno, 
Op. 48, No. 1, inc minor; three Mazurkas, Op. 
59; and ‘Chant Polonais,’ transcribed by Dr. 
Liszt); Lamartine’s ‘Cantique d’Amour, and 
‘Venezia e Napoli, by Dr. Liszt; Beethoven’s 
Sonata quasi Fantasia, Op. 27, No. 1, in & flat; 
and the same composer's Variations in c minor, 
Op. 36. A word of explanation is necessary as 
tegards the two sonatas in Op. 27. Herr Halle’s 
edition of Beethoven’s sonatas numbers the c sharp 
minor, Op.

140, in a major, has only 
been heard twice before in London; the song 
predominates in it as in the majority of his 
chamber compositions. There are, indeed, melo- 
dies enough dispersed throughout the movement 
to serve for half-a-dozen ballads. The scherzo is 
most jovial. The increasing fame of Herr Brahms 
and of Herr Rheinberger here will not be compro- 
mised by the specimens of their talent introduced 
by Dr. Von Bulow: the three morceaux by the 
last-mentioned composer are very vivacious. The 
gleanings for the répertoire of Chopin and of Dr. 
Liszt were keenly appreciated, despite the thick fog 
in the hall ; but the pianist resisted all re-demands, 
and he was right, for his labours were Herculean, 
and the tax on the memory most trying. It is 
gratifying to announce that there will be one more 
pianoforte recital next Saturday, on the 20th inst., 
with the aid of MM. Sainton and Lasserre. 








Musical Gossip. 

Tue Christmas concerts appear to be more nume- 
rous than usual this year. ‘The most remarkable 
one will take place next Monday, at the Royal 
Albert Hall, when Mr. Barnby, who has won 
honourable distinction as having produced the 
two Passion Music services (St. Matthew and 
St. John), will earn additional acknowledg- 
ments from amateurs, by performing with his 
choir the Christmas Oratorio of J. S. Bach, 
an English version and adaptation of which has 
been made by the Rev. J. Troutbeck, M.A. The 
Sacred Harmonic Society give, as usual, two per- 
formances of the ‘ Messiah’: the first of which took 
place last night (the 12th), on which occasion 
Madame Otto Alvsleben made her first appearance 
in the soprano part in Exeter Hall; the other 
artists were Madame Patey, Mr. Vernon Rigby, 
and Mr. Santley. The oratorio will be repeated 
next Friday (the 19th), Sir Michael Costa con- 
ducting as usual. On Boxing-Day there will be 
morning and evening concerts of national music in 
the Royal Albert Hall. 


M. Govunop’s sacred work, ‘The Annunciation,’ 
the text compiled from the Scriptures by Mrs. 
Weldon, has been dedicated by the composer to 
the Queen, by special permission. M. Gounod 
has also expressly arranged, for the pianoforte, 
for four hands, the score of the incidental music 
to the five-act drama by M. Jules Barbier, the 
success of which at the Gaité, in Paris, continues 
to be very great. The transcription is dedicated to 
the Princess Beatrice. The first performance here 
of ‘Jeanne d’Arc’ will take place on the opening 
night of M. Gounod’s concerts in St. James’s Hall, 
and, to secure the effective execution of it, it is 
proposed to increase the number of the choir by 
adding young Officials in the Government offices. 


Tue fifth and last of the excellent classical con- 
certs, “The Musical Evenings,” will take place 
next Wednesday, under the direction of Mr. Henry 
Holmes ; and on the 16th will be the third of the 
interesting Brixton Monthly Popular Concerts, 
Mr. Ridley Prentice, director. 


Tue Committee of the Glasgow Musical Festival 
have issued their balance-sheet, and have handed 
over to the Western Infirmary the sum of 
1,6001. 8s. 6d. The Herald states that the sum 
of 60,000/. out of 80,000/., required for the new 
public hall, has been already raised. The edifice 
is to seat 2,920 persons, a band of 100 performers, 
and a chorus of 550. A new organ is to be placed 
in the nave of the Cathedral for the practice of the 
Choral Union, and the suggestion of the Athe- 
neum that large towns should follow Mr. Halle’s 
example at Manchester and form a local orchestra, 
is to be carried out at once in Glasgow.

Tue notion of converting the centre of 
Leicester Square into a National Opera-house, the 
plans for which had been prepared by the late Mr. 
Marrable, the architect, has now been finally dis- 
pelled by the judgment of the Master of the Rolls, 
who has ruled that the ground can only be used 
as an open square or pleasure garden for the use 
of the inhabitants of the surrounding houses, as 
settled in the grant of 1788. The owner, Mr. 
Tulk, has been ordered by the Court to remove 
the present unsightly hoarding, and to restore the 
iron railing and stone kerb, but the decree of the 
Rolls fortunately does not include the restoration 
of the statue. 


Tne laying of the first stone of the National 
Training School for Music, next Thursday (the 
18th), by the Duke of Edinburgh, will be cele- 
brated by a Conversazione and Musical Soirée, 
given by the Council of the Society of Arts, in the 
Royal Albert Hall. The gentlemen students of 
the Royal Academy of Music evince their attach- 
ment to their “alma mater” by giving a Ball on 
the 16th. 

ConTINGENT on the approval of the National 
Assembly, M. de Fourtou, the new Minister of 
Fine Arts, has decided that the performances 
of the Grand Opéra company shall take place at 
the Salle Ventadour on alternate evenings with 
the Italian Opera, the Impresarios of which are to 
be freed from their rent, and to be paid besides an 
indemnity of 6,000I. for the use of the theatre and 
stock up to the 15th of September next, when the 
privilege ends. The projet de loi of the Minister 
provides that the Grand Opéra undertaking shall 
be carried on by the Government, and demands a 
sum of 12,0001. to buy costumes and decorations, 
and 24,0001. as a reserve fund against a deficit, 
which must be inevitable, and for working ex- 
penses ; but as the insurance offices have paid 
18,000/.,, the real liability of the State will be only 
6,0001. As the Deputies voted “urgency” for the 
bill, it will no doubt pass. Band and chorus will 
necessarily be reduced, as the Salle Ventadour is 
so much smaller than the Rue Lepelletier 
edifice; but the executants will be chosen 
in turn, as all will be paid their salaries. 
For the ballet the stage must be reconstructed. 
The Special Committee is dissolved, and the 
former “Commission des Thédtres” will resume 
its functions ; the members are seven Deputies, 
MM. .Beulé, Charton, Denormandie, Duclerc, De 
Rémusat, Léon de Malleville, and the Comte 
D'Osmoy, M. Hérold (Member of the Paris Munici- 
pality), M. Charles Blanc (Director of the Fine 
Arts), M. Ernest Legouvé (Master of the French 
Academy), M. Alexandre Dumas (dramatic author), 
and M. Arthur de Beauplan, Secretary. The 
Ménestrel remarks that there is not a single 
musician in the above list, and only two dramatists.

FRENCH PLAYS AT THE HOLBORN THEATRE, 


‘La Bette AFFAIRE’ of M. Cadol, the latest 
novelty given by the French comedians at the 
Holborn Theatre, consists of an elaborate satire 
upon a mother-in-law, a theme more frequently 
employed in English comedy as a subject fo 
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ridicule than in French. A measure of the 
respect invariably paid in French society to the 
mother extends to the mother-in-law. The entire 
range of French fiction does not exhibit such a 
character as “the Campaigner” in ‘The Newcomes.’ 
In this almost unique case, in which a relation 
ordinarily honoured in France is held up to 
ridicule, the author, to justify his departure from 
precedent, represents the woman he attacks as 
straining to the utmost, if not absolutely overpassing, 
the convenances of society. Nothing proves more 
clearly how differently social questions are re- 
garded in the two countries than the fact that 
while in English comedy a mother-in-law, when 
introduced, is always represented as so strait-laced 
and austere, as to interfere with the harmless 
recreation a husband thinks expedient for his wife, 
in ‘La Belle Affaire’ her fault is leading her 
daughter into society her husband considers ques- 
tionable and proceedings he thinks indecorous. In 
the excursion he has made into new pastures, M. 
Cadol has scarcely been fortunate. His characters 
are neither natural nor probable, and the situations 
obtained are but moderately effective. The play 
can in no respects compare with ‘Les Inutiles,’ 
which, so far as production is concerned, is an 
earlier work. It was competently presented, M. 
Schey, in particular, as Langelois, a hen-pecked 
husband, acting with a moderation and reticence 
contrasting strongly with his ordinary clever but 
highly-coloured impersonations. ‘Le Reveillon’ 
of MM. Meilhac and Halévy was revived last 
Thursday. ‘Le Mariage de Figaro’ is in active 
rehearsal.
